To Celia Gilbert: 

We were very interested in your recent 
article “‘Keeping the Ladies in Line’’, (Oct. 
2) but do feel impelled to reply to sonie of 
your assertions. Frankly, we are very 
disturbed by several of your inaccuracies, 
inaccuracies based on the fact that by your 
own admission you have not read 
MADEMOISELLE for 20 years. May I 
suggest that a 20 year hiatus is not, 
perhaps, the perfect basis for a critical 
exegesis. 

In the first place, I would like to take 
issue with your claim that there is 


“nothing in a man’s world analogous to the 
phenomenon of the women’s magazines . 


which ditate precise modes of dress and 
behavior according to age and class. While 

- men’s magazines stress simple codes of 
strength, courage, and virility, women’s 
attitudes are molded with many nuances 
around two armatures, how to catch a 
man, and how to hold him.’’ Given that 
premise, where do you place Playboy, 
Penthouse and Oui! 

As for dictating precise modes of dress 
and behavior, I suspect you may be 
unaware that that is an attitude which in 
MADEMOISELLE, at least, has long gone 
by the boards. I would be the first to admit 
that that was very often the case with 
magazines in the past; I do not think it at 
all true anymore. The days when women’s 
page editors and magazine editors were in 
a position to say ‘‘Fashion says etc., etc., 
etc.’’ are long gone by and I would have 
thought that you, as a student of media, 
would have realized it. 

I tend to agree with you about the 
amount of make-up our cover model is 
wearing to achieve the unmade look, and I 
suppose I should make it clear, here and 
now, that I agree with some of what you 
say in general. As for our 200-or-so pages 
of advertising, however, I’d like to point 
out that neither MADEMOISELLE nor for 
that matter almost any other magazine 
would be in business were it not for ad- 
vertising, since the cost of producing a 
magazine (and I refer specifically to 
printing and paper) is higher than the 
actual newsstand price. 

I was amused by your saying that the 
style of thé Guest Editor Log is as rigidly 
preserved an art form as the haiku. But in 
both 1953 and 1973, the art form happened 
to belong to whomever wrote those two 
Logs. We did not impose a style upon them. 
As for our “‘unpleasant’’ ecumenicalism, I 
would have thought that a woman as in- 
volved in feminism as you seem to be 
would be aware that it is now against the 
law to have a contest which features for its 
winners employment and restricts’ it to 


«~-~*females. Or for that matter, to males. As 


for the fiction contest, I am personally 
delighted that it is open to men as well as 
to women, since I hate to think that talent 
has a sex. 

My real quarrel with your article, 
however, is that you have criticized only 
one issue (and some of the criticism may 
well be valid) and from that one issue 
drawn a staggering series of conclusions. 
It is comparable to my emerging from an 
Okinawan cave after a 28 year seclusion to 
find out that the U.S. had won, electronics 
were in, and whatever happened to prop 
planes? I’m afraid I consider it somewhat 
less than definitive reportage to compare 
two magazine issues two decades apart 
without taking any cognizance of what the 
magazine may have published in the in- 
tervening years. 

On the whole, I think your article 
amusing and well written. But if I or any 
writer with whom I’ve worked in the last 


several years had published something so - 


ill-researched, however witty, I and they 
would be accused of sloppy journalism — 
and deservedly so.

Should we applaud the half- 
conceived productions of A Tragedy and 
Calling For Help simply because they 
were written by Mayakovsky and Handke? 

One of your readers indicates that the 


Globe and the Herald American published 


“respectful and laudatory reviews of these 
plays,” and asks if we must turn to them 
for praise of the experimental. I can only 
point out that these publications are just as 
superficial and awe-struck as ever in 
dealing with non-conventional theatre, and 
that if the experimental theatre continues 
to be half-baked it will no doubt find 
justification in their pages. One will not 
find such justification in Mr. Loonin’s 
column.

The Curious Story 


Of Tea for Two

When the weekend was over, Ryan was 
thinking of himself in the third person, 
something all commentators agree is a 
bad sign. He could see the rest of the 
week playing out before his eyes, with the 
interminable moods of anxiety and 
depression, and his editor, Corkery, 
repeating endlessly the same bad joke: 
“Somebody send for a porter, Ryan’s lost 
his grip.” 

Overdoses of caffeine, alcohol, 
nicotine, overwork, and undersleep had 
slowly disconnected his flashing mind 
from his overweight, balding, but 
elegantly turned out body. He could not 
recollect exactly when his mind had 
severed its connections with his corporeal 
presence, but he first noticed that he 
wasn’t where his body was when he 
watched himself, on an ice covered dock 
in a freezing rain, being tugged at by a 
stunning woman for whom the phrase 
“That Peck & Peck look”’ might have 
been created. The woman, he eventually 
realized, was Katherine Galvin White, 
and she like most of the people milling 
around there, was confused and lost. 

“‘Where’s Kevin,’’ she asked him. 
‘Have you seen Kevin?” 

If the Mayor’s wife didn’t know what 
was going on, Ryan reasoned, why should 
he, the scion of a poor but proud family, 
be expected to understand? 

Ryan hates using his weekends for 
other purposes than attending to his few 
meager hobbies: writing fiction, 
translating the fragments of Archilochus, 
and, occasionally, listening to his 
collection of Josquin des Pres recordings. 
On Thursday afternoon, when he 

stumbled across Rick Stafford in 


Harvard Square, he had expressed 
surprise that Stafford intended to spend 
his weekend photographing the 
Bicentennial goings on. What a silly way 
to spend a weekend Ryan thought. 


How Ryan ended up at the Congress 
Street wharf on Saturday afternoon is a 
story which, like that of the Giant Rat of 
Sumatra, must be told at a later time. At 
the appointed hour, he worked his way 
down into the Hub’s backside, to 470 
Atlantic Avenue, for the press conference 
of the People’s Bicentennial Commission. 
“Impeach the Corporations’ was their 
slogan. “A bank is more dangerous than a 
standing army,”’ read posters all over 
town. Ryan was surprised to find that the 
People’s Bicentennial Commission press 
conference in-the bar of the Executive 
Dining Room at the worldwide 
headquarters of Sheraton-ITT. Curious, 
he thought. 


The press conference was more like a 
class reunion, for the standard demo 
reporters in town. Twenty minutes after 
two, the obligatory guerrilla theater 
began, with a flourishing of tin horns and 
brandishing of drums. The show- 
stopping number, “King George We’re 
Cold,” went on at great length, and Ryan 
became distracted, until he noticed, 
decked out in velvet knee breeches and 
vaguely revolutionary, the gyrating figure 
of Steve Nelson, the Cambridge lawyer 
and perennial political candidate who 
had threatened Ryan with a libel suit two 
years ago. Nelson, fittingly, played a 
lawyer, cowed into submission by Nixon. 
After the obligatory rhetoric about

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Ruchell Magee Trial 


Defense attorney Robert 
Carrow, the lawyer who defended

San Quentin inmate Ruchell 
Magee during his three-month 
mistrial earlier this year, has 
been dismissed as Magee’s 
defense counsel. 

Superior Court Judge William 

Ingram accepted Carrow’s 
motion to be withdrawn from the 
case during a hearing in San 
Jose, California. Judge Ingram, 
who will not allow Magee to 
defend himself, said that he will 
permit Magee to suggest a new 
private defense counsel at the 
next scheduled court hearing. 

Magee is scheduled to be 
retried on kidnapping charges 
stemming from the 1970 cour- 
thouse shootout in Marin County, 
California, when four people, 
including a judge, were killed. 

Angela Davis was indicted as a 
conspirator in that case, but was 
later acquitted of all charges 
following a lengthy trial in San 
Jose. 

,Magee was recently tran- 
sferred from San Quentin prison 
to the special cell in San Jose — 
the same cell which was used to 
house Ms. Davis while she stood 
trial there. 


Dangerous Magazines 


Caution: Time, Newsweek and 
other glossy magazines may be 
highly dangerous to children. 

This is the finding of the 
Connecticut Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, which studied 
the results of children — not 
reading — but chewing up the 
pages of magazines. 

The researchers discovered 
that the colored pages of glossy 
magazines contained high levels 
of lead — and that a habit of 
chewing on the pages could be 
harmful, or even fatal. 

_ According to the study, 

children who chew just four 
square inches of a _ color 
magazine page each day are 
receiving a toxic dose of lead. 
The study further found that the 
most toxic color to chew on was 
yellow, followed in second place 
by red. 


Cambridge Housing 


With public hearings into its 
conduct around the bend and 
with nasty press coverage on the 
rise, the Cambridge Housing 
Authority (CHA) must be 
getting a bit worried. 

Last Monday the Cambridge 
City Council requested that the 
city manager conduct hearings 
on charges against the 
Authority. Two days later Globe 
reporter Joe Pilati obtained an 
embarrassing letter sent by 
CHA chairwoman Mary 
Castriotta to US Rep. Tip 
O’Neill. 
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“What's wrong? Youdon'tlike mv clinic?” 


In that Dec. 13 letter, Mrs. 
Castriotta accused the president 
of the Cambridge League of 
Women Voters and a member of 
the City Council of forming a 
“radical gang” to “harass and 
pressure”’ her Authority, and she 
then requested that Rep. O’Neill 
“get in touch’ with state and 
federal housing officials to “stop 
this persecution.” 


The Globe said that O’Neill 
asked federal housing officials to 
“review this situation’’ but 
didn’t contact state officials. 


Informed of the letter’s 
contents, the state’s top housing 
official, Community Affairs 
Commr. Lewis Crampton, said 
it was a “shame” that Mrs. 
Castriotta decided to use 
tactics of distortion and name- 
calling to avoid the real issue — 
which is that Cambridge tenants 
are suffering because the CHA is 
apparently not doing its job.” 

I personally have 
misgivings,” said Crampton in a 
prepared statement, ‘‘about the 
highly questionable procedure 
and possible preferential 
treatment given Mrs. Castriotta 
in the case of her moving to 
Jackson Gardens.”’ (For details, 
see ‘‘Guess Who’s Living in 
Cambridge Project!’’ Phoenix, 
Dec. 17.)

Police Harrassment 


A $50,000 civil rights suit has 
been filed against two Cohasset 
police officers on behalf of Carl 
Getlein, a member of the United 
Farm Workers Boycott 
Campaign staff. Seems 
Cohasset police have been using 
their patrol car loud-speakers to 
harass UFW picketers at the A 
& P Foods store in Cohasset, 
bellowing scab appeals at 
shoppers: ‘‘Buy grapes! Buy 
lettuce!” 


When Getlein broached the 
issue of ‘“‘neutrality in a labor 
dispute’ to the police, they 
responded with an arrest and 
took him to jail. Released on his 
own recognizance, Getlein’s case 
will be heard in the U.S. District 
Court. It will pit citizen’s’ and 
union people’s constitutional 
rights against anti-labor actions 


by town police. In this instance, 
the police have been in the paid 
employ of the Cohasset A&P 
store. 


Torture Exports 


The magazine New Scientist 
reports that the United States 
has been a leading developer 
and exporter of various tor- 
ture devices that are used 
extensively in South Vietnam, 
Brazil and Uruguay. 


According to the British 
magazine, one of the most 
bizarre devices is the ‘“‘in- 
terrogation room’’ used in 
Brazil. The interrogation 
room, equipped with speakers 
and a television screen, 
reportedly creates a light and 
sound show that can cause a 
victim to suffer a nervous 
breakdown. 


New Scientist says that in 
one torture session, images of 
the victim’s families are in- 
terspersed with those of high- 
speed approaching trains, 
dizzying blasts of strobe lights 
and the sounds of piercing 
screams. 


Other devices described by 
the magazine include what is 
called the “‘piquada’’ — an 
electrified straight pin in- 
serted under the fingernail; 
and a routine called the ‘‘mad 
scientist torture’? — which 
consists of a combination 
dental drill and electro-shock 
apparatus used to torture a 
victim in the mouth.

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LSD Era: It All Started 


With Mayonnaise Jar

Aldous Huxley sent- the 
curious young Englishman 
Michael Hollingshead to see Dr. 
Timothy Leary at Harvard in 
1961. ‘‘Leary’s a splendid 
fellow,” said the West Coast 
seer, writer and philosopher. 

Huxley had met the highly 
esteemed Professor Leary in 
Copenhagen the year before. 
Huxley had presented a paper 
on induced visionary experience 
before the Fourteenth 
International Congress of 
Applied Psychology. Leary — 
then on the staff of Harvard’s 
Center for Research on 
Personality, author of three 
classic monographs on 
personality and psychotherapy 
— delivered a paper on “‘How to 
Change Behavior,” describing 
the induction of visionary 
mental states by the use of 
psilocybin, the synthetic of the 
sacred mushroom of Mexico. 

“If there is any one single 
investigator in America worth 
seeing,’’ Huxley told 
Hollingshead, “‘it is Dr. Leary.” 

Michael Hollingshead arrived 
in Cambridge with a Helman’s 
mayonnaise jar full of d-Lysergic 
Acid Diethylamide Tartrate-25. 

““My object in coming to 
Cambridge was to meet Dr. 
Leary to discuss LSD,” explains 
Hollingshead, ‘‘or more exactly, 
to seek his advice about what I 
should do with the some 4975 
trips I had left in the 
mayonnaise jar.” - 

Hollingshead had obtained 
the LSD directly from the Swiss 
bio-chemist Albert Hoffman, 
who had accidently created the 
compound in 1943. It had cost 
Hollingshead $285 for one gram 
— 5,000 doses. Cut with sugar 
and water, he started out with a 
jar containing 5,000 teaspoons. 

Leary, who was then directing 
Harvard’s Psychedelic Research 
project, had never seen nor 
tasted LSD. Leary was 
uncomfortable even being 
around friends smoking pot at 
the time (that was illegal!) and 
never had taken anything more 
than a few micrograms of 
psilocybin. The psychedelics, of 
course, were legal, but Leary 
demurred on Hollingshead’s 
first offer. ‘He said something 
like, ‘If you’ve had one 
psychedelic you’ve had ’em 
all’.” 

Hollingshead took a room in 
Cambridge; he was intrigued 
with Leary’s academic approach 
to the sensory explosion of the 
psychedelics. But the experience 
of the 25 trips he had taken had 
shaken his foundations, there 
was a disorienting effect that left 
him despondent to the point of 
being suicidal. He contacted 
Leary again and Leary — one of 
the few to understand the 
impact of psychedelics on 
reality coordination — invited 
him to move into his house in 
Newton Center. Hollingshead 
and the mayonnaise jar 
accepted, and the Englishman 
began working on Leary’s 
psilocybin research team. 

Leary still wasn’t interested in 
trying LSD, but several weeks 
later, two old firends of Leary’s, 
a jazz trumpeteer and his wife 
came to visit. The talk turned to 


_ the little known LSD drug. 


‘‘When they heard I had some, 
they suggested we all have an 
acid session together, including 


Tim,” says Hollingshead. “But : 


Tim excused himself, saying he 
had some papers to mark.” So 
only the three of them scooped a 
teaspoon from the jar. 

“After about thirty mirutes, 
Flo, the musician’s wife, who 
until that moment had been 


sat up, suddenly, her face one 
huge smile and started waving 
her arms at Tim. ‘You gotta try 
this, Tim, baby. It’s f-a-n-t-a-s-t- 
i-c!’ 

‘ Yeah, really, Tim, 
confirmed her husband, his face 
glowing like an electric toaster. 
‘It really gets you there — wow 
— it’s really happening, 

Hollingsworth thinks perhaps 
Leary was impressed by his 
friends’ reactions; they were, 
after all, experienced with many 
drugs and it was clear that they 
thought LSD something 
more...well, just something 
more. In any case, Leary put 
aside his papers and took a 
spoonful. 


Of his first trip with | 


Hollingsworth, Leary was to 
write: “I have never forgotton it. 
Nor has it been possible for me 
to return to the life I had been 
leading before the session.” 

All with a teaspoon from the 
mayonnaise jar. 


Hollingshead had heard of 
LSD from Huxley, and his 
contact with Huxley fit into his 
lifestyle of hobnobbing with the 
Anglo-American bluebloods as 
executive director of the British 
American Cultural Exchange, a 
semi-official British propaganda 
agency in international cultural 
relations. 

Today Michael Hollingshead, 
a member of the third order of 
Franciscan monks — a lay order 
pledged but not celibate — is a 
balding 50ish father of two living 
in a commune in upper New 
York. With the ties from the old 
““Exchange’”’ days. former 
incarnation,” he smiles) he 
might on a. given day join 
Senator Javits for dinner or visit 
neighboring communal yurts. 
Hollingshead is a veteran of a 
small group that pioneered a 
movement that, damned as it 
may be, shaped a decade and 
may yet profoundly influence 
all. He was the acid-bearing 
Saint Nick to the leading 
propagandist of Acid 
Consciousness, and from that 
gesture and the experiences of 
the next decade; a decade in 
which the molecules of lysergic 
acid entwined his life with that 
of Leary’s and a thousand 
others, Hollingshead wrote an 
autobiography published in 
England. He titled the book — 
and himself — ‘““The Man Who 
Turned on the World,” and 
while the claim to such an 


epithet on the basis of having 


turned Leary to acid has a 
certain justice, the overblown 
tone relects Hollingshead’s 
Woody Allen whimsy. 

Hollingshead wants to remind 
people of that decade. “People 
have forgotten the scientific 
research into LSD, forgotten the 
roots of the current interest in 
Eastern thought, forgotten the 
pioneering work of Leary, 
forgotten that our Movement 
was primarily a self-responsible 
one, forgotten that our work 
dealt with getting people to 
stand on their own two 
feet, and forgotten Timothy 
Leary in general,” says the tall 
lanky Hollingshead, who was 
visiting friends in Cambridge 
last week. “I’m going to try to 
correct that in any small way I 
can.’’ He speaks without 
bitterness, but with conviction 
of the loss. 

Writing from Folsom Prison, 
serving 30 years for possession of 
two marijuana roaches, caged 
but undaunted, Leary recently 
issued his own view of the legacy 
of the psychedelic movement. 
“The lesson of the Sixties was 
that your nervous system creates 
its own reality. Once you accept 
that, what guideposts? What 
compass points? What new 
goals? The divergence of the 
Sixties into individualism and 
utopian optimism was crushed 
by violent reaction. The 
philosophical vacuum filled by a 
renaissance of old dogmas which 
have latched onto the new 


energies: experimental 
Christianity, homogenized 
Hinduism, TV Buddhism. 


These pessimistic, nostalgic 
creeds have served to turn off, 
shallow out and calm down the 
explosive expansion of the last 
decade.” 

Like Leary, Hollingshead 
(who also served British “‘time”’ 
for marijuana possession) 
deflates the explosion of “TV 
mysticism.” 

“Whenever I see a guru these 
days, I simply bow and say ‘Bom 
Shiva!’ ” he says with a smile. 
Hollingshead is no stranger to 
esoteric metaphysics, having 
studied with a Tibetan Lama in 
Sikkim. But he is not in the 
enlightenment business and 
prefers as his patron St. Francis 
of Assisi ‘‘or the fool in the Tarot 
deck.’”’ At once an innocent 
court jester and the savvy 
riverboat gambler, Hollingshead 
feels “there are many teachers in 
the world. But ultimately 


everyone is their own guru. If

you need help on the way, it will 
come to you.” 

“What’s frightening today,” 
he says, “‘is that people seem to 
have lost our most important 
foundation: self-responsibility. 

“LSD was always a tool or 
sacrament for standing on your 
own two feet. We thought of acid 
in terms of genetic code, in 
terms of divine mutation. 
People, we thought, would no 
longer be content to have their 
lives directed from without by 
career structures, political 
structures, or religious 
structures. In all aspects of their 
lives, people would attempt to 
make their external lives match 
the internal vision. 

were wrong.” 


The early controlled use of 
LSD was something more than 
the psychic masturbation that 
its use became on the streets. 
And the search for the expanded 
consciousness through drugs led 
to the rediscovery of other, less 
dangerous and volitile, paths to 
the new awareness. 


By 1963 a wave of mysticism 
accompanied LSD research as a 
new element. ‘‘We had true 
enthusiasm in those days,” 
recalls Hollingshead “from — 
the Greek ‘“‘entheos” — the god 
within. Our naive faith is best 
summed up if you can picture 
Ginzburg getting a flash during 
one session that Kennedy and 
Krushchev should have an 
LSD session as a solution to the 
Cold War. Watching Allan 
trying to explain this to the late 
night operator in Moscow was a 
perfect picture of our naivete. 


“Tim had no background in - 


mysticism other than some 
reading in D.H. Lawrence. Even 
as our work progressed along 
socio-psychological lines, we 
searched for other clues to 
comprehend the acid 
experience. We discovered 
analogues for Western 
consciousness expansion in the 
age old archtypal mythic 
realities of other cultures. We 
poured over the Tibetal Book of 
the Dead, the Vedas, the Tao, 


the I Ching and other works, the | 


practical manuals of experience. 

“We imagined a dark age in 
which some tribe was sitting in 
the Himalayas and some 
magician type stumbled into 
some cosmic mushroom. In our 
fantasies we saw these guys 
sitting around, chewing some 
pyschedelic and saying, ‘OK, 
boys, what are we going to do 
with this! Let’s build 
universities, inaugurate a 
priesthood, write a book, give 
lectures.” 

“We saw ourselves as part of 
an earlier conscious culture. 

Besides the famous Millbrook 
estate in New York (modeled 
after Huxley’s book, “Jsland’’), 
the Leary group also started a 
community in Zihuatenejo, 
Mexico, modeled after Huxley 
and Hesse under the name “If- 
If’? — the International 
Federation for Internal 
Freedom. 

“When the group was expelled 
wholesale by the Mexican 
authorities,” says Hollingshead, 
“‘we wrapped the LSD in a vial 
in Dick Albert’s (Ram Dass) 
underpants. But when we 
returned to Cambridge, we 
discovered that the vial had 
broken. So every time we 
wanted to have a session,” he 
grinned, ‘“‘we had to chew ona 
section of Baba Ram 
Dass’s_ underpants!” 

Hollingshead is fond of 
relating another story, one that 
captures the essence of the 
counter-reaction that LSD 
provoked. During a lecture given 
by Leary in Los Angeles, “a 
sharp student jumped up to ask, 
‘Dr. Leary, what do you mean by 
other realities?’ Tim looked him 
in the eye and replied, ‘I mean 
orders of experience outside the 
time-space continuum in which 
we ordinarily function.’ The. 
student gasped, ‘But there is 
only one reality!’ ”’

The Musak was playing the

The plane was rapidly flying 
apart; now there was no more 
curtain between first class and 
proletariat, there was no more 
wall there, the ceiling panels 
were sailing down on people’s 
heads — all that pearly plastic 
was disintegrating around us. In 
the back of the plane, the seats 
were coming loose from the floor 
and stacking up on top of each 
other; holes opened in the roof;

A woman was 
already climbing out through 
the jagged hole in the roof, 
hitching her way up by the 
wiring, which now dangled from 
the ceiling like Christmas 
decorations. Several passengers 
climbed after her and jumped 
about 10 feet off the plane and 
into the mud.

Crushed in a Knot 


In my part of the plane, the 
crew was having a hard time 
getting the door open. When 
they did, and pushed the release 
for the chute, the yellow 


inflatable chute puffed out in a 


wad, curled in on itself, 
maimed. We were crushed in a 


knot in front of the door; 


someone behind was shouting, 
“Get out quick!”, So that the 
crowd surged up to the door; the 
stewardess pushed back. I 
couldn’t believe they would wait 
for the chute to be fixed when it 
was only a few feet to the 
ground. Beyond the door we 
could see the peaceful grass, and 
a line of people strolling by the 
edge of the water, like a group of 
picknickers. I felt resentful. All 
those people had got out and we 
were still wedged in the passage. 
Fortunately, someone yelled to 
us to go to the front, and we 
headed in a™body through the 
first class section and down the 
chute on the left side, lit by 
flames. The drop was so short 
that one landed in the middle of 
the slide and then had to 
scramble up fast again, or be hit 
by those who slid down behind. I 
found myself exhibiting my 
usual crisis behavior, which is 
tidying things up, something I 
never otherwise do: I managed 
to retrieve someone’s Valium on 
the slide,- as well as a large 
camera, with which I stumbled 
on into the mud. 


We were free. We were out.. 


We were survivors. The natural 
rain was falling on our faces and 
everybody was skipping up the 
runway on their own two feet. 
Behind us the big DC-10 was 
tipping in. the swamp like a 
beached white whale, the flames 
from its burning oil rising to 
twice ‘the height of the plane. 


Trucks were still arriving © 


towards us, as well as buses to 
bring us back. I realized that the 
luggage was probably burning 
too, — my suitcase, my books, 
all my Louvre postcards — but 


_ that only made me more elated. 


Machine Vanquished 


The stunning distinction, 
always felt in such events, 


become terribly apparent; that 
smoking machine .which had 
promised us a safe, if soporific, 


. voyage had been vanquished, 


and I was content to let my own 
belongings, to which I'd clung 
for safety, go down with it. 


The rest of the afternoon was 
spent being transported from 
place to place, trudging 
obediently on and off buses, up 
stairs, following arrows, hustled 
hither’ and yon like travelers 
anywhere. 


At the first place, where we 
were brought for medical help, 
we were bedeviled by reporters 
before we even got to the nurses. 
One hundred and 60 dazed, 
muddy and bruised people were 
crowded into a small hot room, 
but the TV people still set up 
their lights, aiming cameras at 
people who certainly hadn’t 
asked to be photographed 
soaking wet and mud-streaked. 
There seemed to be more press 
than medical personnel; their 
camera crews were blocking 
several doorways; eventually 
they were ordered out, and those 
of us who felt OK were put on 
another bus to Customs. ‘‘Next 
stop,” said the man standing 
next to me, ‘is NBC and after 
that we go to ABC.” “Oh I was 
so happy when they got those 
reporters out,” said a woman. 
She and her child were wrapped 
in one of the blankets we’d been 
given. “I could have killed 
them.’’ There was general 
agreement, and I began to feel 
highly ambivalent about my 
chosen profession. 


Later, in the terminal, the 
photogs were even cheekier: 
setting up heartwarming little 
scenes of human interest in the 
midst of the crowd. One young 
black man, who had previously 
only been worrying about 
getting his $700 sax out of the 
plane (“‘We can’t tell you,” said 
the airline official cheerily. ‘If it 
was in the back, you might as 
well just write it off”) was asked 
to lead:a little blond girl through , 
the crowd, looking concerned.

clusters, like we used to do for 
our high school annual. It was | 
all faintly disgusting. |

At passport control, the 
officials looked rather 
embarrassed, unable to 
maintain their usual sternness 
with people who hadn’t a shred 
of identification. We scribbled 
on the forms and grumpily 
passed them back, still, I think, 
after such terror and salvation 
expecting a welcome a little 
more suitable, a little warmer, 
then what we got. We trailed 
through the large bleak passport 
room in our blue wool blankets, 
like a defeated rugby team, 
finally to be let out into the 
terminal, where it seeméd to be 
business as usual. What? Were 
we to disperse into the night? 
Where was everybody? 


Everybody, it turned out, 
were a handful of Air Lingus 
people (Iberia’s Boston agents):

The current nationwide shortage of mort- 

gage money is a result of action taken by the 
Federal government to slow the national econ- 
omy, which has been expanding at a very fast 
rate, with too much inflation. In late spring 
1973, the Federal Reserve Board, which deter- 
mines and implements most of our national 
monetary policy, decided it would be in the 
country’s best interest to use the traditional 
method of limiting the availability of m ~ney 
and credit to slow down the rate of economic 
expansion andinflation. 

The predictable and inevitable result of such 
action is a series of rapid increases in interest 
rates. The escalating cost of borrowing for busi- 
ness purposes eventually forces businesses to 
restrict their growth, bringing about the 
desired economic slowdown. 

During such periods, the interest rates paid 
on many types of investments also increase, 
due to intense competition for the limited 
funds available. When these rates substan- 
tially exceed the maximum rates that can 
legally be paid on savings accounts, numerous 
depositors withdraw their bank funds and 
reinvest them in bonds, notes, Certificates of 
Deposit, and commercial paper paying 
temporarily high rates. 

As a result, thrift banks across the country 
experienced a very heavy deposit outflow in 
the summer and fall of 1973 (as they did in sim- 
ilar periods in 1966 and 1969-70). For example: 
the 14 savings banks in the City of Boston, 
which reported consistent deposit gains up 
through May 31, 1973, reported a deposit 
outflow totalling $137 million in the five 
months that followed. 

Thrift banks (mutual savings banks, savings 
and loan associations, and cooperative banks) 
invest the bulk of their assets in real estate 
mortgages and are the country’s largest source 
of residential mortgage loans. As their deposits 
increase, they have more money available for 
mortgage loans. As their deposits shrink, they 
must restrict and even stop their mortgage 
lending. 

The impact of the savings deposit outflow in 
the past six months is widespread. It adversely 
affects people seeking mortgages, thrift banks 
who find themselves unable to meet the mort- 

gage needs of their customers, and all the people 
in real estate and homebuilding and the many 
related manufacturing and service industries. 

However, the worst may be over. Nationally 
and locally, deposits are starting to flow back 

into thrift. banks, although at a moderate pace. 
- There are indications that a limited amount of 


mortgage money will be available during the 
next four months. If savings deposits continue 
to grow, most thrift banks will once more be 
able to make residential mortgage loans on a 
regular basis by late spring 1974.

Energy Crisis: The New Political Game

A couple of weeks ago, Frank 
Sargent, still the governor of 
Massachusetts at last report, 
took to the airwaves during 
prime time on a Friday night to 
deliver his “emergency energy 
message,” outlining a series of 
special powers and new laws 
that he was going to request of 
the legislature after calling that 
body back into special 
emergency session. “Suddenly,” 
Sargent said, among other 
things, “‘we have an energy 
crisis.” 

Well, a crisis it may be, 
though there are some who have 
questioned whether it should 
have been so sudden, but no one, 
neither the governor nor the 
legislature, has been acting like 
there’s a real “emergency.”’ And 
there certainly was nothing 
“special” about the response of 
the legislature after 
begrudgingly reconvening less 
than two weeks before 
Christmas. As week’s end 

“approached, it appeared that 

Sargent was not going to get 
even a small fraction of the 
awesome special powers he was 
requesting. 

It couldn’t be, could it, that 
our elected representatives have 
been playing politics with the 


energy crisis? 


Let’s put it this way. It is 
becoming more and more clear 
that there’s little, if anything, 
that can be done on the state or 
local level to make sure New 
England has enough fuel to 
survive what, after a slow start, 
is now beginning to look like a 
severe winter (and thank God 
for that, because if we had to 
rely exclusively on Sargent and 
the Great and General Court, 
we'd really be in trouble). If 
salvation is coming, it’s coming 
out of Washington, the Middle 
East, and, perhaps,. a 
benevolent God. 

If we accept that premise, 
then we have to realize also that 


Sargent, in his televised energy 
address, was grandstanding. He 
has latched onto, the energy 


crisis and is milking it for all it’s 


worth — attempting with some 
success to use it to convince the 
voters in 1974 that he is a leader 
after all, despite an 
accumulation of evidence to the 
contrary. It’s a purely political 
ploy and the legislature’s 
obstructionist and predictably 
partisan response, though 
somewhat justified, plays right 
into his hand. The Democratic 
legislature may be acting 
reasonably in killing a lot of 
sloppy and needless proposals, 
but in doing so it is handing the 
Republican governor an issue 
that he can run and win on. And 
that, it appears, is just the way 
Sargent’s key aides, Al Kramer 
and Jack Flannery (both 
Democrats, ironically), planned 
it. 


In brief, the governor, after 
allowing the legislature to 
prorogue the third longest 
session in its history, threw 
together a quick package of 
energy bills, called the 
legislature back, and confronted 
the lawmakers with it, almost 
daring them not to cooperate. 


The proposals included a new, 
42-man Office for Energy and 
$377,000 to fund it; a $1.15 
million appropriation as 
advance payment on next year’s 
fuel bills for the state; tax relief 
designed to induce energy- 
saving home improvements; a $2 
million fuel coupon program for 
low income families, and so on. 
The most ambitious and 
controversial request, though, 
was an extension of the Civil 
Defense Act, allowing the 
governor, in a fuel emergency, to 
close down non-essential 
industries, mandate a state- 
wide four-day work week, shut 


down schools or, in short, do —- 
- pretty much whatever he’d like. 


And there was no way in hell 
the Democratic legislature was 
going to give him that. “This 
legislature will not be 
stampeded,’’ House Speaker 
David Bartley’ said 
immediately, and after the 
Globe editorially urged the 
legislature to grant the governor 
the emergency powers he 
requested, Bartley fired off a 
letter to the editor comparing 
Sargent’s proposal to the Gulf of 
Tonkin resolution. 

Far-fetched, of course, but 
Democrats were understandably 
reluctant to hand such a carte 
blanche to a Republican 
governor. Even Sen. Robert Hall 
of Lunenburg, .a Republican, 
described the authority that 
Sargent wanted as “frightening 
powers to place in the hands of 
one man.’’ He raised the 
possibility that, for instance, 
Sargent would have the power to 
order a two percent fuel cut “to 
industries whose presidents 
contributed to Mike Dukakis.” 

The response of the governor’s 
office to the charge that he was 
seeking “dictatorial power” was 
to note that the bill contained 
strong legislative checks and 
balances, that any gubernatorial 
act could be vetoed by the 
legislature and that, indeed, the 
powers would expire every 90 
days unless the legislature acted 
to renew them. 

(One cynic noted, however, 


that such legislative review -- 


would, in practice, amount to no 
protection at all because the 
legislature wouldn’t do 
anything. Indeed, Rep. Robert 
Ambler of Weymouth, House 
Chairman of the Committee on 
Government Regulations that 
considered the emergency 
powers bill, seemed afraid of the 
responsibility* and asked 
spokesmen for the governor why 
they couldn’t give the watchdog 
role “‘to some smaller body, like 
the Governor’s Council?” The 
Government Regulations 


Committee, by the way, seems _ 


to be a dumping ground for 


political incompetents. So much —- 


so, in fact, that Sen. William X. 
Wall of Lawrence, generally 
regarded as the biggest 
lightweight in the legislature, 
came up with the most sensible 
remark of the hearing when he 
suggested his colleagues “stop 
discussing personalities and deal 
with the issues.” 

But I digress. The emergency 
powers bill, perhaps the most 
potentially effective measure 
the governor put forth, 
succumbed to the partisan fears 
and was shunted off to a study, 
where it will be rewritten and 
reconsidered sometime next 
year. 

Indeed, it seemed that all the 
governor was going to get from 
an openly hostile legislature was 
a change in the state building 
code to require better insulation 
and a watered-down, 


emasculated version of his 


Office for Energy, but no funds 
at all. 

That, though, was more than 
the governor deserved, .and may 
even have been more than he 
wanted or, for that matter, 
needed to fill his role in dealing 
with fuel shortages. The day the 
legislature reconvened, 
extensive federal regulations, to 
go into effect December 27, were 
issued, and they seem to make 
most of the governor’s proposais 
meaningless and unnecessary. 

All the fuel allocation that can 
be done will be done by the Feds 
under these regulations and 
under the new federal rules 
(which supersede all local 
statutes) the governor already 
has the power to create 
administratively a state 
“petroleum allocation board,” 
and the legislature, indeed, is 
required to fund it. 

It’s all pretty confusing but it 
seems clear that the governor 
already has all the power he 


“_-needs to do what he says must 


be done, that all he need do is 
act (rather than grandstand) 
and that the “special” energy 
session of the legislature has 
turned out to be not so special 
and, certainly, not- all that 
urgent. 

It can be argued, after all, 
that if things were as desperate 
as the governor indicated on TV 
that Friday night, he ought to 


have called the legislature back 


into session immediately, rather 
than waiting until the following 
Thursday — or never allowed 
the regular legislative session to 
prorogue at all. 

That seems to be nitpicking, 
but it isn’t. It turned out that 
Sargent needed to keep the 
legislature away for a few days 
in order to pull off. a blatant 
political deal — and that, quite 
plainly, took precedent over the 
energy crisis that he has since 
described as “far too serious to 
be dealt with in a leisurely 
fashion.” 


While the legislature was 
away, Sargent quickly rewarded 
two ultra-loyal Democrats on 
the Governor’s Council with 
patronage plums — and then 
just as quickly replaced them 
with two Republicans. 

He appointed Councilor 
Nicholas Mitchell of Fall River 
to be clerk of the New Bedford 
Juvenile Court and Councilor 
William J. McManus of 
Worcester as Register of Probate 
for Worcester County. Then, 
just as quickly, he appointed 
and the Council confirmed Paul 
Hart of New Bedford and Wayne 
Thomas of Worcester — both 
Republicans — to replace them. 

It all had to be done quickly 
while the legislature was out, 
otherwise the legislature would 
have had the power to name the 
replacements. It was also done 
while Councilor Patrick 
McDonough, who 
would have made a lot of noise 
about it, was out of town.

The Fourth Reich and the Military Way

I reported here last month 
(Phoenix, Nov. 14) Nixon’s 
annointment of Admiral Eli 
Reich as “‘czar” (always thus) of 
the crucial Office of Petroleum 
Allocation. Even the 
conservative Evans and Novak, 
who can swallow a lot of 
militarism, were troubled to see 
such power over the system of 
national energy distribution 
given into the hands of precisely 
those Pentagon types — fhe likes 
of Reich and the dozen and a 
half officers he brought with him 
— who are most inextricably 
bound into the Texas Railroad 
Commission, a weird industry- 
military-government combine 
that sets basic elements of the 
oil pricing and distribution 
structure by regulating costs 
through the oil ports. 

Reich was apparently bad 
news to several different sorts, 
each having their own reasons. 

Liberals and democrats were 
worried about Reich’s 
conspicuously militaristic 
attitude. “I don’t give a damn 
for the public image.”’ he said, 
“‘we’re here to do a job — my 
way. And that’s the military 
way.” They saw his installation 
at the national throttle as being 
yet another step toward the 
perfection of an American 
closet fascism requiring for its 
coming out, so to speak, only the 
stimulation of continually 
worsening national and world 
social crisis. 

Economic realists appear to 
have been bothered by the 
closely related prospect that 
Reich would regard the 
maintenance of the Pentagon’s 
oil habit as the main duty of his 


new office. Example: the 
Pentagon is still sending a 
million barrels a day to its 
military puppets in Vietnam 
and Cambodia, shipments 
which the Pentagon permits 
itself to replenish from civilian 
(our) reserves. This makes our 
economy all the weaker. The 
depleting of civilian reserves 
comes down to the depleting of 
civilian jobs: of the productive 
economy. And if a depression is 
thus hastened, the resulting 
sharpened social tensions 
everywhere, domestically and 
internationally, will only justify 
their priorities in their own eyes. 
When the new battles of Rouge 
River overpass are joined, the 
future Douglas MacArthurs will 
be glad they kept their tanks full 
for action, even though it was 
their decision on allocation 
priorities that may have made 
that kind of action inevitable. 

Two weeks ago Reich got 
fired. It came in the changeover 
from a lesser energy czar, John 
Love, to a greater energy czar, 
John Simon. 

Simon is a Wall Street man. 
His presence at the top of the 
Federal Energy Administration, 
over the OPA, is regarded as 
evidence that the White House 
was shown the error of its ways. 

But one wonders. The 
problem was not (as Evans and 
Novak said) the ‘Prussian 
complexion”’ Reich’s OPA job 
put on the Administration’s 
‘“‘most important people 
program.” The problem was 
that underneath this image was 
a reality fully conforming to it: 
the domination of the national 
economy by a Southwestern 


elite of oil interests and the 
Pentagon. And this reality has 
not disappeared with Reich. The 
action will still be run mainly by 
Navy and oil industry oilmen 
and the priorities are still those 
of Reich, and the military will 
still get all the gas it wants. 
That was Reich’s first act, 
putting the Pentagon first, and 
it has not been undone by his 
firing. 

As for the oil industry itself, it 
is in the best position it has ever 
been in, maybe despite the war 
in the Mideast and maybe 
because of it, to which we now 
turn. 


The Third Army & You: 


The story has lately been 
circulated that US intelligence 
last spring came into possession 
of secret Soviet battle plans that 
would be used by the Arabs to 
invade and overcome Israel. 
When I was in Washington last 
May the government people I 
interviewed were abuzz with the 
news that a big break in the 
Mideast situation would be soon 
coming. A former Pentagon 
official told me, ‘“The Southeast 
Asia maps are down and the 
Mideast maps are up in the 
offices of all the stylish and 
knowing bureaucrats. The 
bright young administrative 
assistants are cranking out 
background papers on Syria and 
Jordan.’ In any case the war 
came, and quite possibly as a 
result of knowing in advance 
what the other side would do, 
the Israeli forces were able, 
among other things, to trap the 
Egyptian Third Army, encircle 


it and cut off its means of 
resupply. For the Russians this 
created a more than military 
problem. 

The Egyptian Third Army is 
widely supposed to be the actual 
base and instrument of Soviet 
influence in Egyptian and Arab 
world politics. The Russians 
could allow it to be beaten but 
not destroyed: if it could not 
function as a power in internal 
Egyptian politics, Russian 
influence in the whole area 
would be radically 
compromised. So the 
momentary attempt to destroy 
the Third Army in which the 
Israelis appear to have been 
encouraged by the Pentagon was 
perhaps necessarily at the same 
time an attempt to cut the 
Russians out. Perhaps the idea 
was that the US-SU detente was 
only for Europe, that the power 
struggle continued apace in the 
Mideast, and that with the 
Third Army reduced and the 
Russians shoved back, 
American influence would 
naturally flow more powerfully 
into the Arab states and maybe 
Kissinger or Reich or Moorer or 
Nixon thought that would be 
peace. 

The question of the Third 
Army appears to have been at 
the heart of the October alert. 
Speculation is that the Russians 
threatened the use of rockets 
against Tel Aviv if the 
dismemberment of the Third 
Army continued. The US 
answered by going into its 
fighting stance and then the 
Arab oil cut-off hit. 

Did US strategists not see the 
possibility of this? Did they not 


reckon how little sense it made 
for the US to be fighting the 
Arabs through the Israelis in one 
place while in another it was 
tanking up on Arab oil? Or how 
painlessly the Arabs could cut 
supplies everywhere and use 
their big oil stick to disrupt 
further the already difficult 
relations between the US, which 
can at least think about getting 
by without Arab oil, and West 
Europe and Japan which 
cannot? 

But on the other hand, 
remembering always that the 
people who control American oil 
are pretty much the same as the 
people who control the US 
military establishment, we must 
ask if for those actually making 
the decisions the cutoff of Arab 
oil to the United States was not 
rather a blessing than a curse. 
Certainly the military are not 
hurting in all this, and the 
industry. has never had things 
better. 

What is for the rest of us an 
energy shortage is for those 
whose policies appear to have 
created it an enormous political 
advantage. And the way the oil 
people have gone about nailing 
down the windfall one need not 
be a maniacal cynic to wonder if 
even the Mideast cutoff was not 
half intentionally provoked.

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St. John God Hospital Gets Reprieve

By early last week the people - 


fighting to save Brighton’s St. 
John of God Hospital knew they 
had a chance. 


“Almost everyone agrees now 
the Brothers who run the place 
are pulling a fast one,” said 
Jerry Shea of the Hospital 
Workers Organizing Committee 
(HWOC). “If we keep plugging 
away, somebody might do 
something.” 

On Wednesday someone did. 
Urged on by Humberto Cardinal 
Medeiros, the trustees of nearby 
St. Elizabeth’s Hospital 
announced they would negotiate 
to take over St. John’s. 

No matter how dramatic the 
eleventh-hour decision 


appeared, it was clearly not a 
case of deus ex machina. For 
weeks Cardinal Medeiros had 
been under heavy pressure to 
save the hospital; pressure from 
a coalition led by Allston- 
Brighton civic leader Joe Smith, 
relatives of St. John’s patients 
and the HWOC, which won the 
right to represent the hospital's 
employees in a July union 
election. 

They had to work quickly. On 
Dec. 1 the hospital announced it 
would have to close. almost 
immediately and transfer its 66 
patients, most of. them 
chronically ill, elsewhere. The 
hospital said it was in financial 
trouble, couldn’t afford major 
repairs that would soon be 


necessary and also wasn’t 
getting money owed it by the 
welfare department. 

‘‘At first we were fairly 
convinced they were right,” said 
hospital worker Tom Kieffer, 
“but we decided it was our 
obligation to check.” 


Within days the hospital’s 
claims began to disintegrate. 
State welfare officials said that 
their payments to the hospital 
were not far behind schedule, 
that the hospital hadn’t even 
approached them about the 
overdue money and that the 
payments could be speeded up if 
it would save the hospital. The 
state Rate-Setting Commission 
said the hospital had recently 
been granted a rate increase it 
had requested and could ask for 
more if its money problems were 
that bad. 

The HWOC also found that 
hospital representatives had 
recently been shopping around 
on the Cape for land on which to 
build a new facility. 


“You don’t relocate in a state 
you claim isn’t treating you 
right,” said Joe Smith, head of 
the Allston Civic - Association 
and a powerful force in the 
community. 

HWOC called a mass meeting 
on Dec. 11 for everyone involved 
in the scheduled closing, from 


state health and welfare officials - 


to Allston-Brighton residents 
angry about the loss of a hot 
lunch program provided by the 
hospital. From all accounts, one 


conclusion emerged: the 


hospital’s claims didn’t hold 
water. 

“It became pretty clear,” said 
one state official, ‘‘that the 
unionizing of the employees was 
in the background of the

hospital’s decision.”

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Boston’s Parks: Mending a Broken Necklace

“The chief end of a large park i is 
an effect on a human organstm 
which, like that of music, cannot 
be given the form of words.’— 
Frederick Law Olmsted, creator 
of Boston’s parks. 

The Boston park system, like 
some other parts of this city, has 
a past more glorious than its 
present. Like the faded elegance 
of a South End townhouse, the 
city’s ‘‘emerald necklace’’, 
designed 90 years ago by poineer 
city park planner Frederick Law 
Olmsted and once ranked as the 
world’s finest, has a history that 
stands as a challenge to the 
future, more than a comfort 


. today. Where once thousands of 


people thronged a green belt 
that stretched unbroken from 
the Common to Franklin Park, 
today the system is scarred by 
highways and parking lots, 
overgrown with weeds and dead 
trees, harboring a rising crime 
rate. The measure of serenity 
that remains in the parks, and, 
by extension, in the city, is owed 
to the foresight of the 
groundswell parks movement of 
a century ago, which snatched 
1200 acres of green from the land 
developers of the day. Once- 
controversial projects like the 
Public Garden, are largely 
responsible for the folk wisdom 
that rates the Hub with San 
Francisco as a “liveable city.” 
More than grass and trees, the 
original Boston park system 
offered a unique range of in-city 
environments: an unspoiled 
Charles riverbank, the Fens salt 
marsh, the rocky New England- 
style Franklin Park. 

But ever since a special 
referendum in 1875 narrowly 
authorized $5 million to acquire 
what are now most of our parks, 
the city’s attitude toward parks 
has. become more and more 
laced with apathy and neglect, 
and marked by large scale give- 
aways of the public lands. 

That trend continued 
virtually unchecked until 1970 
when, with the creation of the 
Boston Conservation 
Commission, there emerged a 
focus for new citizen support for 
expansion and reclamation of 
long-neglected parks. Since 
then, urban parks have become 
major programs for groups like 
the Boston Sierra Club, and 
1972 saw the founding of the 
New England Olmsted Sesqui- 
centennial Commission, wherein 
over 100 prominent politicians 
and environmentalists — 
including Kevin White and 


Francis Sargent— pledged to 


further the tradition of the 
designer of major Boston, New 
York and San Francisco parks 
(including Central Park and 
Golden Gate). Parks gained 
added prominence this October 
when Kevin White appointed a 
new Boston Parks 
Commissioner, Anthony 
Forgione, who announced a 
major push: for stepped-up 
maintenance of the 
“Olmsted” system. 

Parks, like ecology a few years 
back, are the kind of things no 
one opposes— at least until 
personal interest or an energy 
crisis clouds the rustic horizon. 
Anyone who finds it hard to 
believe that Boston’s parks 


remain threatened in this era of © 


environmental enlightenment 
need look no further than the 
recently-adjourned Massa- 


.chusetts Legislature for proof of. 


the danger. On Beacon Hill, 
only last-ditch action by 
Governor Sargent kept the long- 
time bane of the parks— political 
patronage— out of the woods. 


Two Bills in Conflict 

Here’s how it happened: 

Virtually unnoticed in the 
race toward adjournment, two 
bills of vital bearing on Boston’s 
parks easily passed the General 
Court. The two, House 138 and 
7790, inadvertently placed a 
major philosophical conflict

affecting parks on the 
Governor’s desk. They offer a 
stunning contrast. 

The first, 138, signed as 
expected, will pave (or perhaps 
unpave) the way for a vast 
expansion of the area park 
system. The other, H#7790, 
passed without notice from 
almost anyone except the 
energetic head of the Boston 
Conservation Commission, 
Eugenie Beale, whose lobbying 
probably led to its last-minute 
pocket veto. The bill tried, and 
nearly succeeded, in reviving a 


.sad tradition of give-aways of 


public park lands - which the 
first Boston Parks Commission 
called “facilities for the poorer 
classes who, living in crowded. 
streets, stand in greatest need of 
pure air and pleasant exercise.” 

These were the details of the 
two bills: : 

House no. 138 will allow the 
Metropolitan District 
Commission (MDC), which has 
some overlapping jursidiction 
with the city Parks Department, 
to purchase 180 acres of 
wetlands along two streams that 
feed the Charles River in West 
Roxbury. The land could 
become the first forested parcel 
of an ambitious physical 
memorial to Frederick Olmsted 
to be called the Charles-to- 
Charles corridor. It would 
extend the Boston ( and 
Brookline). park system from 
Jamaica Pond through the 
Charles River basin to the West 
Roxbury/Newton line, near the 
yet unspoiled middle Charles. 


H#7790 stood to do very much ; 


the opposite. It would have 
allowed a Boston church— St. 
George’s Syrian Orthodox— to 
acquire 2.5 acres of the Stony 
Brook Reservation— West 
Roxbury’s largest park— to build 
a new church and parking lot. It 
would have been the second land- 
grant to the church: ten years it 
bid successfully in the 
Legislature for another 2.5 acres 
in the Stony Brook it has yet to 
develop. 

The proposition raised by the 
two bills is this: Will Boston 
continue a history of depleting 
its parks, often for tax-exempt 
institutions like the church, or 
will the city embark on a 
proposed massive park 
expansion that could eventually 


mend the emerald necklace and 
’ link it to an unspoiled upstream 


Charles on the west, and to a 
proposed 1200-acre Harbor. 
Islands park to the East? 

The Syrian church bill serves 
well to illustrate the history of 
park neglect. Besides public 
projects like the towering 
Charlesgate East interchange 
that breaks up the Fens, many 
“‘worthy” institutions have been 
granted cheap public lands. The 
Lemuel Shattuck Hospital got a 
huge chunk of Franklin Park; 


the Hebrew Home for the Aged, 
a piece of Arnold Arboretum; 
Sears-Roebuck convinced 
Boston Mayor John B. Hynes to 
break the Fenway in half and 
give a prime chunk of land (near 
Brookline Ave. and the 
Riverway) to the store as a 
parking lot. Perhaps the worst 
example of park erosion is that 
of East Boston’s Wocd Island 
Park (another Olmsted design) 


which was once that island’s 


largest green space and a 
crowded summer bathing beach. 
Today the park no longer exists- 
replaced by Logan airport 
runways and memorialized by 
the name of a subway stop. 


All of that was supposed to 
change dramatically, however, 
two years ago, which makes the 
creeping erosion proposed by the 
Syrian church bill especially 
ominous. In 1971, a law designed 
to permanently halt such land 
grants-~ usually routine political 
favors— was passed. It required a 
two-thirds vote of the state 
Legislature to sell public 
parklands. Since then, park- 


lovers had savored that park 
insurance— until, late in the last 
legislative session, Hyde Park 
Rep. Michael Feeney sponsored 
H 7790.

Eugenie Beale, chairman of 
the Boston Conservation

Despite the Governor’s veto, 
conservation commission 


members continue to worry that 
hardly possessed with 
well-paid lobbyists, may 
continue to be quietly chewed 
up as in the past. 

The future, at least that 
hoped for by Ms. Beale and the 
Commission, is to belong to bills 
like H 138. The House bill is 
considered a good precedent for 
gaining public rights to vast 
private estates before, as Boston 
Parks Department maintenance 
chief George Boutilier puts it, 
“the developers grab them and 
all we have to show are a bunch 
of condominiums and no trees.” 
The proposed Charles-to- 
Charles, if completed would 
sweep through eight miles from 
Jamaica Pond to West Roxbury, 
moving through land which is 
nearly all private now. It 
includes, among other 
properties, a working farm on 
the Jamaica Plain-Brookline 
boundary. It would end up at 
the Saw Mill Brook’s confluence 
with the Charles, the West

Roxbury site of Brook Farm, the 
long-abandoned 1830’s utopian 
commune of Emerson and 
Thoreau, which would be 
restored. 

The threat to such a plan 
could not have been more clearly 
demonstrated than by recently- 
halted designs on the former 
Cabot family estate on the north 
side of Jamaica Pond. There 
developer Pasquale Franchi 
wanted to build a series of high- 
rise condominiums— but was 
convinced instead by the Boston 
and Brookline Conservation 
Commission to scatter low-rises 
on the lot and to provide a key 
“conservation easement’’— a 
precedent-setting right of 
passage for bicyclists and 
pedestrians on a future Charles- 
to-Charles. 

John Lewis, a member of both 
Boston’s Conservation 
Commission and Sierra Club. 
says of the Charles-to-Charles, 
“It’s the last major piece of open 
space left around the city of 
Boston. This is our chance to 
preserve it— it’s now or never.” 

Prestigious backing, like the 
Charles-to-Charles has in the 
Olmsted Sesquicentennial 
Committee, is, however no 
guarantee for a park. Witness 
the proposed 30-island 
extravaganza granted $7 million 
by the 1971 Legislature and 
dubbed the Harbor Islands park 
—aproposed 1200 acres of 
camping, bicycle paths, salt 
marsh preserves, and even a 
restored British fort linked by 
water taxis, that together could 
double the size of the Boston 
park system. Designed in detail 
for the Department of Natura! 
Resources by the Metropolitan 


Area Planning Council-a bright - 


young in-government consulting 
agency that serves as a small 
start toward Boston metro 
government -— the plan has been 
universally praised by 
politicians, bureaucrats and 
ecologists. Nonetheless, it fell 
this year into legislative limbo- 
when it was linked to the ill- 
fated 1976 Bicentennial 
Authority bill. The state still 
has several million dollars to 
spend on a Harbor Islands park. 
but no push appears in the 
offing to create one. 

The MAPC has felt the sting 
of government apathy toward 
darks from City Hall as well as 
Beacon Hill. Last April, the 
Boston Redevelopment Au- 
thority (BRA) cut off in the 
middle an encyclopedic MAPC 
study of the failure of 
maintenance in Boston’s parks. 
The cut-off served to confirm 
the diagnosis of neglect reached 
by preliminary MAPC findings. 
Said the MAPC of Boston’s 
Parks Department: the budget 
is woefully small, the staff short 
on expertise, and, worse, the city 
doesn’t much care. 

“There is a complete lack of 
urgency in dealing with the 
increasing 
recreation space in Boston on 
the part of the government,” 
says John Lewis. 


Smaller Budget 

According to the MAPC, the 
parks current maintenance 
budget is a million dollars less 
than that of 1915, when 
problems of neglect were 
minimal compared to today. 
Even then, Frederick Law 
Olmsted, Jr., son of the park 
designer, said of the budget: “‘It 
is utterly inadequate for the best 
style of maintenance of all 
portions of the park system.” 

The MAPC also notes that 
most parks employees have no 
specific parks training, despite 
often delicate skills required for 
dealing with neighborhoods 
and/or rare trees, like those of 
the Public Garden.

‘“‘We just get our names off the 
civil service list. They come to 
us by chance.” 

‘Historically,’ says John 
Lewis, “the ‘Parks Department 
has been a place to get a job for a 
relative who is either broke or 
not so bright.” 

Perhaps most dramatically, 
the MAPC draws a direct 
correlation between crime in the 
parks and park maintenance. 
Along the Riverway, a stretch of 
grass and ponds that forms part 
of the Boston-Brookline border, 
the overgrown weeds of the 
Boston side is known for rapes 
and muggings. The Brookline 
side— where an efficient, well- 
financed maintenance program 
deprives criminals of places to 
hide— is virtually free of crime. 
So is the Arnold Arboretum, 
among the largest of city parks, 
but one maintained by a private 
work force, agreed to by the city 
with Harvard in 1875, when the 
university allowed the land to 
join the Olmsted. system. 
Franklin Park— another large 
park, once the jewel of 
Olmsted’s design- is run by the 
Boston Parks Department and 
has one of the city’s highest 
crime rates. 

The question of park 
“maintenance has become 
particularly topical with Kevin 
White’s October appointment of 
Park Commissioner Forgione, 
replacing the innovative Joseph 
Curtis, whose four-year tenure 
saw programs of bikepath and 
playground construction. Curtis’ 
self-admitted failure, however, 
was administration, and, 
consequently, maintenance. The 
appointment of Forgione, with 
20 years experience on the City 


Real Property Hoard, could spell 
a shake-up for some of the dead 
wood on park crews. 

That promise is marred, 
however, by the fiscal realities of 
the parks department. “Tough 
Tony’s’’ apprently stern 
command can’t be faulted, but 
maintenance will undoubtedly 
mean more than harder work for 
the old men of the park crews. 

Currently, less than half of the 
$8 million parks budget, which 
is invariably cut by the City

Council, is earmarked for 
maintenance. Salaries paid to 
bureaucrats are a standing sore 
point with park crews. 

““We’ve always had too many 
chiefs and not enough Indians,” 
says a Parks Department 
engineer, who’s been with the 
department 25 years. 

The engineer questions 
whether the present Parks

And so the mixed tradition of 
the Boston parks system 
continues, caught, as always, 
between visions and finances. 
The current situation recalls the 
original debate over acquisition 
of what was then known only as 
the “proposed Back Bay park” 
in 1875. 


Phineas J. Stone, a real estate 
developer on the Parks 
Commission, objected to the 
park plans. ‘“‘While I believe the 
scheme would give Boston one of 
the world’s finest park systems,” 
said Stone, ‘“‘in view of the 
present depressed state of 
business, I do not believe it wise 
to increase the burdens of an 
already overtaxed people with 
greatly depleted incomes, by 
expending money on luxuries.”’ 

Fortunately, the majority 
view of the Commission was 
different. The Commission, 
which included James Storrow, 
a wealthy Bostonian who never 
dreamed of expressway 
immortality, said this: ‘Public 
parks are necessary to the health 
of large cities in the same way as 
water works or sewerage 
systems. Parks are vital to a 
great and growing city— in 50 
years it will be said Boston parks 
are the finest in the world. In the 


opinion of the Commission, the 


city can afford the expenditures, 
and the present isa particuletly 
favorable time.”

Nixon and his buddies, the wall 
with the “Impeach ITT” and 
‘*‘People’s Bicentennial 
Commission Action Center” 
signs suddenly disappeared, 
removed, no doubt, by some 
sinister force, to reveal, of all 
things, a bar. The press, that 
surreal ethnic group whose 
national pastime, industry, 
sport, and symbol is booze, 
flocked in, happy of mien and 
light of heart, expecting the 
comfortable feeling of a long, 
cool one in the notebook hand. 
Now, in short order, they were 
issued red cardboard tags (Like 
the ones the Army in Vietnam 
used for body identification), 
liquor, 7 ounce wooden chests of 
“China Black Tea” — which 
would sell later in the weekend 
for four dollars to tourists in the 
Tea Party Gift Shop — and 
press kits; official, City of 
Boston press kits, detailing the 
course of the next few days’ 
events. Not only was PBC using 
the Sheraton Corporation for its 
headquarters, it was 
synchronizing its activities with 
the city government. Curious, 
Ryan thought. 


Where’s the Gazebo? 


Now it was that Ryan, as well 
as the other reporters on the 
scene, began to realize that this 
was to be no Chamber of 
Commerce weekend, no normal 
stripe shirted band in the 
gazebo, beer-and-chicken-salad- 
with-your-Declaration-of- 


Independence patriotic 
occasion. Harron Ellenson, a 
laryngitic woman who was 
introduced as some variety of 
honcho with the City, stood at a 
portable podium to announce 
what would happen, what had 
happened, and why. By this 


‘time, Ryan had joined a 


coagulating group of reporters 
defending their proximity to the 
bar against the incursions of 
bureaucrats. ‘I'he others — Tom 
Sheehan of the Phoenix, Guy

Somewhere in the middle of 
the explanation of Citygame, as 
this community oriented chrome 
plated jampacked whizbang 
Bicentennial doodad is called, 
Ryan noticed the other members 
of the press beginning to draw 
away from him, giving him 
strange glances as they went. It 
became apparent that his 
snickering/giggling was not in 
the best tradition of objective 
journalism — the tradition on 
which he had been nurtured, but 
with which he was conducting a 
lover’s quarrel. He decided to 
conduct himself more 
decorously, to act more like a 
journalist.

Ryan deliberately missed the 
crowning event of the evening, 
the dinner for the friends of the 
Tea Party. The dinner was to be 
held in Bonwit Teller’s but the 
anti-corporate business people 
protested and..... Well, actually, 
it was still held in Bonwit’s, only 
the invitations read ‘‘at the 


Museum of Natural History 


(Now Bonwit Teller’s). Ryan 


had had his fill of that. 


Obscenely early on Sunday 
morning, Ryan dragged himself 


out of bed and down to Harvard | 


Square to meet Rick Stafford, 
his favorite demo photographer, 
and ride into Boston. Stafford 
had parked outside a _ record 
store which had a death mask of 
Beethoven in its window. Ryan 
thought the window was. a 
mirror. It was that bad. 

The comedy resumed again in 
front of the Old South Church, 
where the Disabled American 
Veterans had announced they 
would form up, preparatory to 
marching to the docks under the 
leadership of a “well known TV 


star.” Ryan, Stafford, and Tom 


Sheehan wandered over, and 
observed a band of unique 
cadaverous individuals in 
warpaint ahd weird outfits. A 
Globe photographer, young, 
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black, and about six and a half 
feet tall, was trying to take their 
pictures, and getting little co- 
operation. They assumed that 
he was from some disreputable 
outfit, like the Phoenix. Finally, 
one of them demanded of him: 
“Who do you work fer?” “The 
Globe,”’ he answered, and they 
immediately changed their 
attitude. Some of them even 
began to joke with them, and 
things were warming up until 
one volunteered: “You know, 
you missed your calling.” 
“Oh?” the photographer 


responded, looking down at the 
veteran. 
“Yeah. You coulda been a 


remarkably sterile: Kevin spoke 
about the meaning of the 
Bicentennial, the diversity of 
the community, etc. etc. and the 
food ran out. Ryan and Stafford 
hoofed it to Faneuil Hall whither 
Sheehan had already gone. Far 
from being able to get in and 
shoot some pics, they discovered 
that the Hall was overflowing, 
with maybe 2,000 people milling 
around outside. Joe Mlot- 
Mrosz, the Polish Freedom 
Fighter, had arrived with his 
sign about Commies which 
made this an official demo. For 
the first time, Ryan thought 
that maybe the weekend 
wouldn’t be a total bust. 


All Ahoard for the Tax Revolt 
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protest. Ryan threw this plan to 
the winds when a crowd near 
him broke down the hurricane 
fence spearating the ITT 
parking lot, site of the People’s 
Bicentennial Demo, from the 
street. Ryan hurled himself over 
the fence, ready to get all the 
action, with visions of his obit 
before his eyes and the 


’ “Pulitzer” whirling in his brain. 


“‘Now’s our inning,” he began to 
hum to himself as he went along. 

When he got to the press 
gallery, things were rough. The 
Charlestown Militia and the 
Lexington and Concord 
Minutemen, the Boston 
equivalent of the Mummers,

Things went downhill from 
there. 

The star attractiorr of the 
DAV was Chris Iannella, the 
City Councillor, who joked with 
reporters for a while before 
beginning a tirade about the 
Mayor, up in City Hall at a 
brunch while the men who had 
given their lives for their country 
were down on the street, re- 
enacting the tea party, or some 
such. Chris, Ryan assumed, was 
the famous TV star referred to in 
the press release. Nobody else 
famous was there, unless you 
count a distant relative of 
Samuel Adams, who addressed 
the group. When one of the DAV 
began hopping up and down, 
shouting ‘‘Woowoowoowo00- 
woowoowoo0” and hitting his 
hand against his mouth while 
waving a tomahawk, and 
another DAV’er stopped him by 
saying “Cut it out, you’re gonna 
make it snow,” Ryan decided to 
hoof it up to City Hall. 

. The City Hall brunch was 
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Across the street, next to the 
Haymarket Christmas trees, an 
old man watches the crowd 
gathering. He says he used to be 
a sailor and saw some 
demonstrations when the 
Maritime Union was organizing. 


“If you congregated like this 
back in New York in 736,” he 
says, ‘‘the goons from Pinkerton 
would move in and crack 
heads..” 


“They do it different now,”’ he 
says, ‘but it’s the same thing.”’ 

Ryan’s adrenalin was racing 
when he headed for the docks. 
Here it was, the confrontation, 
the shot heard round the world, 
and he was going to be there. At 
the docks, he and Stafford and 
Sheehan and Kifner and Steve 
Luxenberg of the Harvard 
Crimson milled around, ready 
for anything, expecting a big 
story. When the crowds came 
marching down, Ryan and 
Sheehan decided to split up, one 
covering each segment of the 
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were set to re-enact the Tea 
Party, but there was fear in their 
eyes. “The Militia are bullshit,” 
he heard Harron Ellenson tell 
Kathy Kane, the Director of 
Boston 200, as he rounded a_ 
corner by the Tea Party Gift 
Shop. Cops with darkened brows 
stood nervously all around him 
as he surveyed the situation. 
Then, in the best spirit of the 
Revolution, the Minutemen 
took off. Not to attack, not to 
defend, just to get out of there. 


‘And Boston was left with a few 


measly Charlestown militiamen 
to re-enact its Tea Party. 

At two o’clock, things had not 
yet started. The V.I.P. boat was 
supposed to sail up the channel 
and signal the opening of the 
event, but the boat was stuck 
behind a swing bridge, whose 
operator was loath to dump the 
2,000 people who had flocked to 
it to witness the ceremony into 
the harbor. After two, the crowd 
grew restless. Harron Ellenson 
relayed the order to begin. Just 
then, with his best ‘‘My city is in

flames so can’t we all wait for 
the Rolling Stones together?” 
look on his face, Hizzoner the 
Mayor appeared, saving Ryan 
the ordeal of climbing up on the 
ice covered, sloping roof of the 
Tea Party Museum (‘‘Made 
Possible by a grant from Salada 
Foods, Inc.) to get a better 
view: Kifner was going up, and 
Ryan was damned if the Times 
would outdo him. 


Who’s Got the Permit? 


At Hizzoner’s entrance, the 
People’s Bicentennial boat, 
which had been in the channel 
all morning and thus had 
escaped the bridge problem 
began blaring a recording of 
Nixon taking the Oath of Office 
through the world’s largest 
loudspeaker. “Do they have a 
permit for that?” White asked 
the nearest cop, who seemed 
confused. From somewhere, a 
bunch of guys in funny suits 
began running up and-down the 
ropes and jumping into the 
water. After a while, another 
bunch of guys in little boats 
started climbing onto the big 
boats, led by Luxenberg, whose 
press credential hadn’t gotten 
him into the press gallery. Soon, 
everybody was chanting nasty 
things about the President of the 
United States. (“‘Demonstrators 
mar Tea Party”) a headline in 
the Record would say the next 
day. 

Ryan and Stafford, and 
Kifner, and Sunde Smith, and 
Dan Bernstein of Newsweek 
found their way to the Parker 
House bar after it was all over. 
None of them was quite able to 
believe what they had just seen. 
They talked about how to write 
about it and agreed that there 
was no way to write about it. It 
was one of those experiences, 
like Christmas and tax evasion, 
that you just can’t talk about. 
They all made crowd estimates; 
none of them agreed. They 
averaged out a joint crowd 
estimate, after rejecting the 
brilliant notion of reporting that 
20 million people had gathered 
to scream “Impeach Nixon” on 
the shores of Boston Harbor. 
They had drinks, and then more 
drinks. Then they went to the 
Museum of Fine Arts. 

It was all over. A group of 
descendants of Tea Party people 
were sipping tea. One black 
family group stood out, no doubt 
the descendants of Crispus 
Attucks. Either that, or they 
were invited because the 
N.A.A.C.P. protested and... 
Ryan bit into a cookie, and 
found that it was made of pure, 
unsugared dough. It tasted vile. 
He dumped it, half eaten, on top 
of an elegantly reconstructed 
rosewood colonial chest. It was 
the only act of rebellion he had 
seen all weekend. 

Later that night, in an 
apartment in Roxbury, Stafford 
summed it up. 

“It was a zoo,” he said, 
opening his beer. “‘It was a zoo.”’ 
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Forand A bout Women 


Feminist Reactions at the Boston ‘Oil Party’

“All men would be tyrants if 
they could.” — Abigail Adams 
to her husband John. 


Being a feminist at the 
weekend of the Boston Tea 
Party celebration was a strange 
and disconcerting experience. 
The NOW demonstration on 
Saturday morning, demanding 
the passage of the Equal Rights 
Amendment, was warm and 
familiar, if sparsely attended: a 
few male NOW members 
marched, as did a marvelous fife- 
and-drum man from the Boston 
200, but the atmosphere was 
definitely feminist, and the men 
clearly visitors in a women’s 
space. 

The People’s Bicentennial 
Commission action, beginning 
with the impeachment rally in 
Faneuil Hall and followed by the 
march to the Congress Street 
Bridge, was another experience 
completely. Despite the large 
number of women present, the 
atmosphere was pure male new- 
left. A woman introduced the 
four speakers, all of whom were 
men (though they made a few, 
brief token references to 
women’s rights). The 
organization, the structure, the 
sounds were all male: a deep 
voice from the balcony kept 
yelling “Power to the People,” 
and I knew I was not one of the 
people he was yelling about. 


And yet, the best of the old 
new-left spirit was also evident: 
the energy, the enthusiasm, the 
naively hopeful protest songs. In 
a way I found this even more 
painful: I felt a little like a 
voyeur watching my own past, a 
brilliant reconstruction of an old 
and powerful illusion. For odd 
moments I felt myself back in 
the early and mid-60s: the civil- 
rights movement before the 
deaths of Goodman, Chaney, 
and Schwerner, and before the 
assassination of King; the anti- 
war movement before My Lai 
and before the dragging on of 
time made the “peace now!” 
chants ludicrous; the days when 
women were able to ignore the 
oppression of our own people 
and work side-by-side with male 
radicals in a pipe-dream of 
equality. And, above all, there 
was the overwhelming memory 
of the faith: that absolute and 
terrible belief that we could and 
would change it all, that by our 
very exuberance and our very 
commitment the walls of 
oppression would come 
tumbling down. 

I felt like a divorcee looking at 
her wedding album. Long hair. 
Peace and joy. A flag with a 
picture of a marijuana leaf. I 
half expected to hear someone 
sing ‘‘We Shall Overcome.” 
When the speeches were over I 
followed the crowd out and, 
marching behind the Female 


Liberation banner, linking arms 
with the women I knew and 
worked with, I regained my 
perspective. The overall 
maleness still irritated me (fine 
guerrilla theatre was 
interspersed with Jagger-type 
cock-rock),- but the sight of 
another feminist banner and a 
couple of lavender-colored gay 
banners cheered me up and 
rooted me firmly in the present. 
And seeing that many people 
out protesting Nixon and big 
business was, after all, pleasant 


-— in spite of a disturbing 


incohesiveness that prevented 
any sense of unity from evolving. 

This is the People’s 
Bicentennial Commission’s first 
large-scale action; it is planning 
others between now and 1976. 
Its goal, as stated in one of its 
leaflets, is to ‘‘provide a 


common language and 


psychology that can unite 
individuals and groups into a 
force for real change during the 
Bicentennial decade.’’ 
Unfortunately, the PBC seems 
to have a policy against 
specifically soliciting groups, 
although it is extremely open to 


- groups that approach it. The 


result is that if a group doesn’t 
know about the PBC it gets left 
out. A further result is an overall 
lack of focus. There were few 
groups representing clearcut 
demands but rather a large, 
amorphous crowd generally 


unhappy about Nixon and the 
fuel shortage. The NOW 
demonstration, tiny as it was, 
was at least focused. I suspect 
that the PBC might do better to 
concentrate on such small, 
specific actions. I couldn’t even 
regret, really, that NOW worked 
with the Boston 200 rather than 
the PBC (they hadn’t known 
about PBC’s actions until after 
their own plans were made). 
They were able to work in a very 
concise feminist context for a 
very specific issue. 

But the amorphousness of last 
Sunday’s demonstration need 
not be a constant in PBC action; 
neither does the male-left 
consciousness that so pervaded 
the “Oil Party.”” The women’s 
movement may influence the 
course of PBC activities, and the 
PBC may serve to provide the 
women’s movement with a vital 
link to the other revolutionary 
forces in the country. The total 
fragmentation of the radical 
forces in America doesn’t do 
anyone much good. The PBC 
may not pull the left together, 
but it is the only force around 
that shows any hope of it. Most 
of us in the women’s movement 
have been deeply aware of the 
commonality of oppression, and 


-have tried to maintain at least a 


superficial contact with other 
radical groups. At the same 
time, maintaining an 
autonomous women’s movement 


is imperative: the possibilities of 
being co-opted into becoming a 
ladies’ auxiliary to the male left 
are too real to ignore. 

The PBC may serve as a 
useful umbrella organization . 
through which we can keep in 
touch with both our sisters in 
the left and the men they work 
with. There is already a non- 
feminist, though not anti- 
feminist, day-care group 
involved in PBC (although this 
group was not represented at the 
demonstration, and child care 
was not provided for the 
demonstrators; there were a lot 
of cold and uncomfortable 
looking kids around). The 
women in this group are people 
the feminist movement should 
be forming alliances with. If 
there are enough of us, it is 
possible that the PBC might 
catalyze dialogue between the 
women’s movement and other 
radical groups; perhaps in time 
we can begin to affect the 
structure, even the basis of the 
organization. 

Women above all should know 
the limits of the first American 
revolution. Much as we may 
support what our forefathers 
(and I use the word deliberately) 
did, we must know that it is not 
enough. The revolution that 
these men made was rooted in 
the genocide of Indians, the

My friend Mike the Janitor 
dragged on a wrinkled Kent, 
then sipped some VQ. Both the 
Kent and the VO were in the 
same hand. Then Mike the 
Janitor looked past me, as if at 
angels. 

“Them,”’ he said, ‘“‘were the 
days.” 

Mike is the head custodian at 
Roberts Center, which is on the 
BC campus, in Chestnut Hill. 
Mike was standing in the middle 
of Mary Ann’s Cocktail Lounge, 
which is only close to Chestnut 
Hill by geography. He was 
talking about what basketball 
used to be like at Boston 
College. He was talking about 
Bob Cousy. 

Mike has been working at 
Boston College for nine years. 
Six of those years were Bob 
Cousy years. Which means that 
two of those years were NIT 
years and three of those years 
were NCAA years. The last year 
Cousy was at BC (1969-70), BC 
made it to the finals of the NIT 
(losing to Temple and someone 
named Johnny Baum). By the 
draw, Cousy’s team played 
every other night. Each game 


night, Mike would drive to New 


York in the afternoon, watch the 
game, drive back so as to be in 
time for work the next day. 
“They used to stand outside 
_ and bang on the doors to get into 
home games,” Mike says. 
Mike tells the truth. There are 
3600 seats in Roberts Center. I 
know this because a friend of 


mine who writes pro basketball 
for a newspaper in this city once 
counted them; he counted them 
during the Cousy years. There 
were rarely less than 4000 people 
in Roberts Center for a Boston 
College home basketball game 
during the Cousy years. 

Bob Cousy attended the BC- 
Fairfield game a week or so ago. 
He sat at courtside. 

There was plenty of room for 
him to stretch his long legs. 

BC are the initials of Boston 
College. BC are the initials of 
Bob Cousy. 

BC are the initials of Bob 
Carrington. 

“T really don’t want to listen 
to what people have to say about 
Bob Cousy,’’ says Bob 
Carrington. “This is a different 
era here now. And these are sure 
different players. 

“Bob Zuffelato is the coach 
here now, not Cousy. What he 
has to say, what he does, is 
what’s important now. What 
does it, matter what Cousy did 
when he was here. When was he 
here? Twenty years ago?” 

Carrington and Zuffelato are 
two of the people who are trying, 
along with Tom Sanders at 
Harvard, to bring college 


’ basketball back to Boston. Ever 


since Cousy died and went to 
hell — you know, Kansas City, 
or Omaha — college basketball 
has been in trouble right here, 
right here in Boston City. 
Zuffelato, an engaging, 


’ enthusiastic alumnus of Central 


Connecticut State, became an 
assistant to Cousy’s successor at 
BC, Chuck Daly, four years ago. 
Daly had been an assistant at 
Duke, took the BC job, stayed 
two years, then moved it on 
along to Penn. Zuffelato 
succeeded him. It was the first 
time he’d head coached since 
places like Conard High School, 
which is in Connecticut. 

For his first two years at the 
Heights, Zuffelato’s combined 
record was 24-27. But between 
Year One (13-13) and Year Two 
(11-14), the good looking 35-year 
old went out and did the best 
recruiting job that anyone or any 
Bob had ever done at BC. 


All he did, with a little help 
from some friendly local 
Phantoms, was stockpile three 
members of the legendary 
Boston Six: Carrington, from 
Archbishop Williams; 6-6 
Wilfred Morrison, from Boston 
Tech; 6-9 Bill Collins from Don 
Bosco (the other members were 
Ron Lee, King Gaskins and 
Carleton Smith. The only one 
who has lived up to promise is 
Lee, at Oregon, who is, as a 
sophomore, one of the three best 


guards in the country). 
Last year, only one of the BC 
Three — Morrison — was 


eligible to play when the season 
started because of the 1.6 rule. 
But in February of 1973, the 
NCAA, with the shot heard 
‘round the locker rooms, 
changed the 1.6 so that 


freshmen who had averaged 
2.0(C-) in high school were 
eligible to play out the season. 
Collins spent the rest of the 
season playing sub-varsity. 
Carrington, though, played 
eight varsity games, averaging 
12.2 points and 6.1 rebounds a 
game. All of this after not even 
being allowed by NCAA rule to 
practice with the team for the 
first four months of the season. 
Morrison, for his 24 games, 
averaged just under ten points 
and seven rebounds. 

To this group this season, 
Zuffelato mixed in 6-11 Paul 
Berwanger of Cornwall, New 
York, who just about everyone 
wanted, and 6-1 Mel Weldon, 
the most valuable player in the 
National Junior College 
Tournament last season while 
playing for Mercer County 
(N.J.) Community College. 
Weldon this summer was the 
only JC player invited to play on 
the US World University team 
in Moscow. Added to these 
newcomers was 6-7 Syd 
Sheppard, a Phildelphia stud 
who sat out last season with a 
ruptured Achilles tendon. 

So despite the youth of his 
team — on some nights, 
Zuffelato will start three 
sophomores, a junior and a 
senior — the third-year coach 
was in the witness stand as this 
season started. Too many people 
remembered what it was like in 
the never-too-distant past. And 
now they all could see the 


present assembled talent. All 
along, Zuffelato had been 
saying, “It takes three years to 
build a solid program.” 

It is the third year. 


And in the third year, there 
was Bob Carrington. 

Carrington, of course, is the 
most talented player ever to 
attend BC, and perhaps the 
most talented player to ever 
come out of a Boston high school 
(Ronald Lee and Jimmy Walker 
fans will protest much). He is a 6- 
6 forward-guard and his 
nickname is Smooth. Because 
he is. 

Roberts Center is his home 
now, but once it was the 
Wyoming Street Playground in 
Roxbury, Massachusetts. He 
began playing the game of 
basketball when he was eight 
years old at the urging of his 
brother Bill. Bill had a friend 
named Coco Miller who coached 
the Elgins of the Boston 
Neighborhood Basketball 
League. Bob Carrington played 
for the Elgins from the time he 
was 13 until he was 18. 

During that time he also 
played for Jr. High and later at 
Archbishop Williams under 
former BC starry guard Chuck 
Chevalier. At Williams, 
Carrington, by the time he was a 
senior, was having games like he 
did against Catholic Memorial, 
when he scored 39 points and 
had 31 rebounds; against Hyde 
Park when the numbers were 43 
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“crazy color” shades. 
Solid state.

That’s why when 
when you ask me what my 
personal goals are, I don’t say: 
take 40 shots or score 30 points a 
game. I just want to go the NIT. 
I want for this basketball team 
to win 20 games this season.” 

One of those projected 20 
came last Friday night against 
Sanders’ Harvard team. 
Harvard is a team that is simply 
not very good this season, but 
Sanders will win with what he 
has. Against BC, Sanders team 
played 38 good, sound minutes 
of basketball; BC played two. 
BC won, 68-65. It made the BC 
record 3-1. 

Harvard led 65-62 with 1:57 
left after Lou Silver countered a 
Carrington jumper with one of 
his own. Harvard got the ball 
back and attempted to hold. But 


with a minute left, Weldon, a - 
‘splendidly quick defensive 


player, stole the ball from 
Harvard’s Kenny Wolfe at 
halfcourt and drove in for a 


layup. Which he missed. Which . 


Carrington tipped in. After 
Morrison deflected the H 
inbounds pass off a Harvard 
player, Carrington came back. 

He started on the left side of 
the key, and BC players left the 
vicinity. He inexorably glided 
his way towards the right 
baseline. With two players 
cuddlin’ on nis skinny frame, he 
faked, turned, went up. Uh huh. 
66-65. Morrison 24 seconds later 
blocked a Wolfe shot, got it over 
to Weldon, who hit Jere Nolan 
on a fly pattern for the game’s 
last basket. Carrington finished 
the night with 20 points (10-for- 
18) and 11 rebounds. 

Syracuse is coming up for BC, 
and a possible date with 
Maryland in the finals of the 
Maryland invitational. The next 
time the Eagles play in Boston is 
in the Beanpot in January. 

“If we come back with the 
kind of record I think we’re going 
to have,’’ Carrington said. 
“There better be some people at 
Roberts Center.” 

BC said that.

@ Morton also announced his 


readiness to sign the right-of- 
way papers for .the pipeline 
across Alaska, another long- 
standing pet desire of the 
Cowboy oil people. 

And finally, oil industry, 
profits are running 79 percent 
higher than the same period last 
year. The barrel they sold last 
year for $3 they sell today for $7, 
the longer they wait, the more 
they will get; and their 
production costs have 
meanwhile stayed relatively 
level. 

So what more could the oilers 
want? Even with their man 
Reich out of the OPA, power 
over national economic policy 
than ever, and the situation 
allows them to exploit it fully. 
They got their pipeline, their 
shale, and their price structure. 
And given that New England is 
still “tat the end of the pipeline,” 
they may think they have shown 
the world that not even the 
Kennedys can take care of the 
own against them. 

Nationalize Oil! It may take 
another Civil War to do it, but 
how else are we to endure as a 
political democracy.

enslavement of blacks, the 
subjugation of women, and the 
closeting of homosexuals.

Faneuil Hall. I think the 
existence of the current women’s 
movement is the fulfillment of 
that prophesy. The men who run 
the left, like the men who run 
the country, have failed, and 
continue to fail, to deal with 
“the ladies,” to comprehend and 
accept in their fullest form the 
implications of the feminist 
movement. And until they do 
the women’s movement must 
stand apart from theirs, working 
to form structures that are not 
based on violence and power 
games. But if there is a chance 
that we can communicate the 
feminist principle to 
nonfeminist women and radical 
men, then I think we should — 
very cautiously — try to take 
that chance. If we truly believe, 
as many of us do, that the 
patriarchal power structure is 
the source of oppression, we 
should try to work with other 
oppressed groups to bring down 
that structure. I think that for 


women’s groups to work with the 
PBC might be a small step 
toward making that happen. 

It’s a fragile hope, and I 
wouldn’t give it great odds. But 
that glorious faith of the early 
60s is dead now; small hopes are 
all we have, and all we can 
afford. We are working to 
overthrow not just the president 
of seven years, or the economic 
system of a few hundred, but the 
force that has dominated 
humanity since at least the 
beginnings of recorded history. 
Seen in that light, any step is a 
small one and any hope an 
important one. The PBC may 
turn out to be just another 
protest group, whooping and 
yelping and fizzling into 
nothing. Or it may become 
something else. I would like for 
the women’s movement to help 
give it a new direction — a 
direction the male left never 
knew, and would not have 
understood if it did.

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Film: Seductive Mediocrity 


Christmas is traditionally a 
time of reckoning, at least as far 
as the film industry is 
concerned. The major 
companies all release a few of 
what they hope will be the year’s 
“big” pictures, critics make up 
their own quirky end of the year 
lists (watch this space next week 
— or maybe, because I still hold 
out some hope for The Exorcist 
and may not have seen it by 
then, the week after). And all 
this reckoning usually brings 
about its share of critical 
observations of the State of 
Business, the State of the Art — 
but not this year, or at least not 
from me. Last year I was still 
able to contemplate such things; 
last year.a bad picture could still 
make me angry, and an inflated 
production budget could still 
seem unjust. Nowadays I like 
bad pictures more and more, 
because they can at least be 
occasionally amusing, in their 
own way. What I don’t like is 
mediocrity, but even that 
particular preference is one I 
find myself having to temper 
lately, as more and more 
mediocre milestones come 
creeping down the pike. 

Still, one can fight the good 
fight for only so long, and then 
one begins lowering one’s 
standards. I like The Day of the 
Dolphin, and The Sting both 
pretty well, although I doubt I 
would have felt that way last 
year, when I found even 
something as genuinely stylish 


as Travels With My Aunt 
disappointing. But last year I 
still had the strength of 
character’ to be greivously 
outraged “by Fritz the Cat, 
Clockwork Orange and The 
Poseidon Adventure. This year I 
just don’t know. 

So take all this with an 
appropriate grain of salt, but 
please do remember that 
without such a grain it becomes 
difficult to justify seeing new 
pictures any more, and there is a 
limit to the number of times any 
sane human being can watch 
Harold and Maude or King of 
Hearts. without suffering 
irrevocable damage. The Sting 
is an extremely slick, slightly 
overlong Thirties con picture 
with an ending that comes as a 
great surprise, or at least it did 
to me; it is also far more Robert 
Redford’s picture than it is Paul 
Newman’s, something you 
might not fully gather from the 
ads. Redford, who has improved 
enormously with his last two or 
three roles, plays a handsome 
young crook on the lam from a 
big gang he has inadvertently 
swindled, and he seeks out 
Newman, the old pro at these 
things, for help at chiseling 
himself a little revenge. They set 
out to “sting” an’ Eastern mob 
boss who loves to gamble, and 
the whole film (slightly over two 
hours) is essentially a buildup to 
one extremely clever routing. To 
fully appreciate that gimmick 
—which winds up stinging the

audience as much as it does 
Newman and Redford’s victim 
— it helps if you feel a little 
compassion for the film’s two 
heroes, and it helps if you’ve 
developed some interest in the 
future of their relationship. 
However, those sentiments are 
not easily derived from The 
Sting itself; if you feel them at 
all, they’ve probably spilled over 
from Butch Cassidy and The 
Sundance Kid, a far funnier and 


somewhat less self-conscious - 


production. 

George Roy Hill’s 
contribution to all this is 
negligible; his direction is not 
exactly cold per se but 
neither does it develop any 
palpable emotional climate. 
However (see introduction), you 
can’t have everything. The 
Sting is good clean fun, quite a 
lavish production, and lovely to 
look at, as are its leading men. 

The Sting is also a fairly 


easily categorizable work, 
whereas The Day of The 
Dolphin poses somewhat more of 
a problem. It arouses a great 
deal of scientific curiosity on 
the part of its audience (could a 
real dolphin actually say “‘Fa 
loves Pa” to George C. Scott?), 
yet never resolves any of that by 
differentiating its fiction from 
real scientific possibilities. At 
the same time, it climaxes on a 
political note so silly as to 
destroy much of its own 
credibility. And it is directed by 
Mike Nichols, whose sensitivity 
to his material is such that he 
can use the central dolphin tank 
almost exactly the same way he 
used the Braddock’s swimming 
pool in The Graduate. 

Still. I enjoyed it. Scott was 
okay, Trish Van Devere is quite 
pretty, and I truly fell in love 
with the dolphins, so much so 
that I bitterly resented Nichol’s 
cleaning up the love scene 
between his two finny 
protagonists so as to protect his 
PG rating. All they do is jump 
over fences together to suggest 
their affection, while an 
underwater sequence between 
Scott and one dolphin is 
photographed so erotically 
as to be positively perverse. And 
— I’m dead serious about all of 
this, by the way — it really did 
bother me that Fa, the male 
dolphin, is made to seem as 
sexist as anyone else is these 
days; at one point Scott deprives 
him of his mate, Bee, as a form 


of punishment, and neither Fa 
nor Scott nor anyone else thinks 
to suggest that by separating the 
pair he may be depriving her, 
too. Never mind. 

After all the elaborate sci-fi 

buildup, the plot of the Dolphin 
turns out to be engrossing 
enough but surprisingly 
pedestrian, considering all the 
possibilities. In fact, the only 
real mystery the whole film 
poses for me is how in the world 
it can take $8 million to make 
something so simple, special 
effects or no. The cast is tiny, 
the running time not excessive, 
and no amount of gimmickry 
could run up that high a bill on 
its own. Joseph E. Levine, the 
film’s producer, says that a 
million went for special tanks, 
another million went for delays 
caused by bad weather, and 
presumably Scott and Nichols 
_did not come cheaply either. I 
don’t mean to suggest for one 
minute that they haven’t earned 
their keep, though; after all, this 
production, like The Sting, has 
been in the works a long time. 
It’s just that when any single 
project comes to represent such 
a big investment of money, 
time, talent and other 
filmmakers chances to make 
their pictures, and if all that 
comes out of such an investment 
is something that, however 
pleasant and entertaining, is 
still mediocre in its heart — well, 
it really is depressing. What 
more can I say?

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Review

PAPILLON. Produced and 
Directed by Franklin 
Schaffner. Based on the 
novel by Henri Charriere. 
With: Dustin Hoffman and 
Steve McQueen. At the Pi 
Alley and Beacon Hill. 


Papillon is a bright and 
elusive film. Bright because it 
cost 13 million to make, elusive 
because it’s two and a half hours 
about the void. Papillon is a 
super-spectacular about a man’s 
will bumping up against 
nothingness. 

The void in Schaffner’s film is 
the French penal colony on 
Devil’s Island. It is a void 
populated by brutal guards. 
despairing convicts, bugs. 
vipers, Steve McQueen, and 
Dustin Hoffman. 

McQueen is Papillon. His will 
is bent on existence. In the 
context of the penal colony. 
existence means escape. But 
escape to where? On an island in 
the middle of nowhere, there’s 
obviously nowhere to go. No 
Exit in the tropics, dig? 

Papillon is a comedy of 
misery. Desiccated corpses are 
casually dragged about by the 
living. Prisoners slog around in 
the swamps chasing butterflies 
used to make the dye for 
printing American dollars. 
Hoffman best realizes the comic 
demands. implicit in the film. 
His character, Degas, looks like 
a myopic frog hunting for tiny 
flies. He has his ill-gotten gains 
literally shoved up his ass. He 
bribes his way through ‘hell. 
arriving at a delicious state of

comfortably adjusted madness 
by the film’s conclusion. 
McQueen, however, has a 
problem. 

In order to exist, Papillon 
must first endure. He gets 
thrown into solitary. He eats 
cockroaches for protein. He 
paces, turns, and paces some 
more. Schaffner gives no 
quarter. He keeps McQueen and 
the audience in that tiny cell, 
enforcing the tedium by 
repetitive camera angles, and 
repetitive actions until the 
audience is either mesmerized or 
alienated. My guess is that most 
people will be alienated. 

Perhaps Schaffner expects too 
much. His whole approach is 
intensely cerebral. The. film 
avoids primary colors, preferring 
hazy, heat soaked pastels. He 
paces his film neo-realistically, 
avoiding jump-cuts, letting the 
scenes play themselves. 

At the film’s conclusion. 
McQueen and Hoffman are 
reunited in a sort of minimum

Look, these things are 
nobody’s fault. If you were Paul 
Newman everybody would want 


to talk to you too, even more so if 


you were Paul Newman with a 
hot new picture like The Sting 
coming out. But if you were Paul 
Newman you'd also be good and 
busy right now, far too busy to 
make a full-scale press tour and 
talk to reporters in small groups, 
let alone individually. So what 
happens, in a situation like Paul 
Newman’s, is that his film 
company decides to collect a 
whole slew of reporters in the 
same place, usually New York. 
and use Paul’s time and energy 
in the most efficient way 
possible. And what that usually 
means is lunch for thirty. with 
the star making the rounds of six 
or seven tables during the course 
of the affair. In this case, Mr. 
Newman’s time was divided up 
into fifteen minutes per table 
and strictly regulated by a stop- 
watch. Really. 

The visiting contingent 
included groups from places like 
Pittsburgh, Chicago, Montreal, 
Boston and Buffalo, and I’m 
sorry to say the home team came 
in way behind.

Pioneer TX-9100 AM/FM Tuner 


Pioneer's new ‘“‘top of the line” tuner, the TX-9100, 
is designed to be a companion to their Model SA-9100 
integrated amplifier (reported on in September). The 
matching TX-9100 incorporates many of the latest 
semiconductor devices — especially integrated cir- 
cuits — in combination with several unusual circuit 
features and construction techniques. Its performance 
specifications, which reflect the present state of the 
art in FM tuners, in some cases wanecend those of any 
previously available tuners. 

The two MOSFET r.f. stages in the FM “front end” 
use four tuned circuits to achieve extraordinary rejec- 
tion of images and other spurious responses. The local: 
oscillator is electrically isolated from the mixer by an 
emitter-follower buffer stage. In the i.f. amplifier, four 
IC stages and four ceramic filters supply high gain, 
selectivity, and limiting, and are followed by a Foster- 
Seeley discriminator. The multiplex demodulator uses 
a single phase-locked loop (PLL) integrated circuit. 
’ Not only does the PLL provide superior stereo separa- 
tion characteristics, but it has no adjustments and 
therefore never requires alignment. The interstation- 
noise muting system employs two IC’s and numerous 
discrete electronic parts, including a fast-acting reed 
relay. A unique pulse-noise suppressor circuit cancels 
man-made impulse noise originating from automobile 
ignition or other sparking devices without affecting 
frequency response or channel separation. The AM 
tuner consists of a single IC, plus a few external parts, 
including ceramic filters. 

The front panel of the TX-9100 is finished in satin 
gold. The upper half is occupied by a large “black-out” 
dial scale and two tuning meters (a relative-signal- 
strength meter for FM and AM, and a zero-center FM 
meter). Both the FM and AM dial scales are linearly 
calibrated. Illuminated identifiers above the dial scales

show the operating mode (AM, FM, STEREO). The 
large tuning knob is at the lower right of the panel, 
with a smaller FUNCTION knob at the lower center. 
This has settings for AM, FM-with automatic stereo/ 
mono switching, and mono FM. Two small knobs ad- 
just the audio output levels separately for the FM and 
AM tuners, and a similar knob controls headphone 
volume through a front-panel jack. The TX-9100 con- 
tains a separate headphone amplifier that can drive 


~ low-impedance phones to a comfortable level. 


Three toggle switches. control the power, the pulse- 
noise suppressor, and the MPX noise filter, which 
blends the two channels at high frequencies to reduce 
noise on weak stereo signals. A similar three-position 
switch controls the muting circuit. 

At the rear cf the TX-9100 are the antenna connec- 
tion terminals, a pivoting AM ferrite-rod antenna, two 


pairs of audio outputs and a pair of vertical and hori- 


zontal outputs for connection to an external oscillo- 


scope. 

The Pioneer TX-9100 is supplied with a wooden 
wainut-finished cahjnet. It is approximately 17 inches 
wide, 5% inches high, and 13% inches deep; it weighs 
about 19% pounds. Price: $299.95.

microvolts in stereo. The FM distortion was 0.21 per 
cent in mono and 0.3 per cent in stereo. The ultimate 
quieting was about 72 to 73 dB, both in mono and 
stereo. Stereo channel separation was exceptional, 
measuring about 45 dB from 30 to 4,000 Hz and falling 
to 32.5 dB at 15,000 Hz. 

Capture ratio was 1.7 dB at 1,000 microvolts and 
1.8 dB at 10 microvolts. The AM rejection measured 
57 dB — one of the best figures we have found on an 
FM tuner. The output of our signal generator was not 
sufficient to measure the image rejection (few labora- 
tory generators can make this measurement over the 
110-dB rated range of this tuner). We could only de- 
termine that the image rejection exceeded 106 dB, 
and that alternate-channel selectivity exceeded 103 dB. 
AM frequency response was within +1 dB from 40 to 
2,200 Hz, and was down 6 dB at 3,500 Hz. 

Comment. The quality limitations of FM broadcasts 
in our area — and of the available program sources — 
are such that we were unable to hear any difference 
in sound quality betweén the TX-9100 and several other 
fine tuners. By the same token, nothing else we have 
heard sounded any better than the TX-9100. Im our 
view, what distinguishes this tuner much more than 
its audible quality is that its overall ‘feel’ and oper- 
ating characteristics are completely compatible with 
its performance. 

The muting system monitors the signal level and 
the discriminator output voltage, and un-mutes the 
audio only when the signal is strong enough for good 
reception and is tuned in correctly. The actual muting 
is by means of a relay shorting the audio signal, but 
although it is completely positive in its action, there 
is not a trace of a click or other transient in its oper- 
ation. The program is either heard properly or not at 
all.

Palmer’s latest on Manticore, I 
noted the unfeeling 
performance. Not only has 
Emerson out-cyberneticized 
even the detachment of Rick 
Wakeman, but no one in the 
band seems precisely human 
any more. Carl Palmer follows 
the organ lines of the hymn 
“Jerusalem” like a drumming 
robot. Lake throughout the 
album deploys a fund of vocal 
mannerisms that refuse to add 
up to any human feeling, besides 
playing a lot of guitar lines that 
all sound like Emerson’s third 
hand. The telling point is that 
compositions that were 
supposed to be horrifying, 
notably the sci-fi suite “Karn 
Evil 9,” end up merely sounding 
uncomfortably foreign. This on 
an album entitled Brain Salad 
Surgery, from a band who were 
previously able to resist any sort 
of mindfuck folly. My first 
question of several was: what 
has become of the band’s 
character? 

Next time through I listened 
for the quotes. ‘‘Benny the 
Bouncer”’ looks to be reprise of 
“Jeremy Bender” by way of 
“The Sheriff,’’ but in fact 
includes riffs randomly selected 
from all over the flip side of 
Tarkus, all out of context and 
hence without meaning. Alberto 
Ginastera’s “Toccata’’ strongly 
suggested Emerson’s Nice

treatment of Leonard 
Bernstein’s “America,” infused 
with a few Pictures at an 
Exhibition rhythms. Either 
Emerson has a standard mode 
for interpreting others’ works, or 
now we know whence he gets his 
ideas for adaptations. 
Multitudinous references to the 
whole of Emerson’s past, even 
back to the days when he was in 
a cheesy rock ’n’ roll band in 
Newcastle, appear in the full 
text of “Karn Evil 9.” This all 
weighed against the fact that 
Surgery was a year and a half in 
the making, three times as long 
as ELP had ever been between 
albums before. Question 
number two, then, was: How 
and why have they repackaged 
old work for new? 

And later I noticed how the 
organ and Moog sounds on 
“Jerusalem,” potentially the 
most expressive cut of Surgery, 
made it instead sound stilted 
and artificial — the organ sound 
in particular is Emerson’s most 
grotesque since the first Nice 
album. And he not only sings 
the part of the Bridge Computer 
in “Karn Evil” but introduces 
the ring-modulated mechanical 
voice with a literal organ 
fanfare, glorifying his alter ego, 
the machine. His critics have 
already sardonically cited his 
resemblance to a musical 
Cyborg; plug in the data and 
he’ll play in any style for hours 
on end, wherever he is. Could 


this be true? Question number 
three: has Emerson really 
submitted to Brain Salad 
Surgery and become a 
computer? 

None of these points really 
harm the music, except for the 
underlying confusion and 
inconsistency. rising from it all. 
But the contradictions will 


dishearten the ELP fan, for 
whom the question of ‘“‘Where is 
Emerson at?’’ is one of the most 
important in rock today. 
Emerson is important in part for 
those people he has played with 
and brought out into the world: 
Davy O’List, who ranks with 
Kevin Ayers, David Allen and

The temptation to theorize 
about the Band’s homage to 
roots or its fall into the 
decadence of nostalgia is strong. 
But why put more effort into 
talking about Moondog Matinee 
than it took to make it? The 
Band has long been unhappy 
about completing their contract 
with Capitol. What easier way of 
knocking off another album 


obligation than by tossing 


together a bunch of old rock ’n’ 
roll tunes? Sure, the music’s 
good, but the fact is that the 
Band hasn’t done anything new 
since Cahoots, which, like Stage 
Fright, contained real examples 
of exhaustion, of repetition. One 
had the vague sense that all was 
not as soulful as it had been on 
those first two astonishing 
albums. 

~Now Moondog Matinee 
appears, devoid of original 
material but grinning 
nonetheless. The Band seems 
somehow pleased with itself, the 
result more, I think, of having 
justified inertia than of actual 
achievement.

Kasper’s cover painting suggest 
a double-edged image of the 
Band. There they are, the five of 
them, hanging out at the Jook

own, they were very young. It 
was the time for them to pay 
homage (within® commercial 
considerations, of course) to 
Little Richard or Smokey. And 
yet here’s the Band playing the 
old tunes, hardly forging a sense 
of continuity though invoking 
the past all the same. Clearly 
it’s ease and retreat they have in 
mind, not the development of 
musical relationships or even a 
hard look at themselves. 


Still, it’s easy and fun (if 
that’s also where you’re at) to 
relax and listen to the guys 
shitkick some rock ’n’ roll in 
their unique way. Chuck Berry’s 
‘*Promised Land,’’ Fats 
Domino’s “I’m Ready,” and 
Frogman Henry’s “‘Ain’t Got No 
Home” are the album’s out- 
front rockers, the kind of tunes 
the Band eut its chops on. Garth 
Hudson, one of the most over- 
estimated rock musicians in the 
world, turns in a lot of horn on 
the record, particularly here, 
and demonstrates why someone 
who’s been playing tenor for just 
a short time ain’t no bonafide 
blower. Similarly, his organ 
entrance on “Mystery Train,” 
after a tasty romp by Robertson, 
deflates all the energy with an 
intolerably cute set of classical- 
style interval lines. 

“Mystery Train” is the most 
satisfying cut, cool and deep in 
Helm, Danko and Robertson’s 
locomotive funk. Robertson’s 
guitar is the one entirely 
admirable feature of the album, 
displaying technical 
development (in his disciplined 
use of octaves, for example) and 
a continuing lesson in the 
powers of restraint. Manuel and 
Danko’s tender crooning 


imparts a typical Band flavor to 
the ballads, notably the Sam 
Cooke tune, Buck Ram’s ‘Great 
Pretender,’’ and Malone & 
Bragg’s “Share Your Love.” But 
the mood is more one of effect 
than of feeling, lacking the 
awesome serenity of ‘Unfaithful 
Servant’’ or ‘‘I Shall Be 
Released.”” While Manuel and 
Hudson’s keyboard 
counterpoint elaborates the 
harmonic possibilities of these 
songs remarkably, there is still 
an undercurrent of weariness 
throughout.

Living across the big water 
this summer, I kept finding grim 
news of Ray Davies in Melody 
Maker. His wife Raza had 
walked out on him and he had 
gone three weeks without a word 
when The Kinks took the stage 
at White City for a major 
festival crowd. After a numbed, 
discordant attempt at playing a 
set, Ray grabbed the mike and 
announced that he was quitting 
rock and fed up with show biz. 
Kinks fans, mostly as edgy and 
nail-biting as Ray, were in 
despair. 

Raza returned, and though 
the problems apparently 
continue, the preservation of the 
band was announced in a couple 
of paragraphs Ray soon released. 
He had sat down with Dave one 
day, and like “‘a couple of punk- 
rock punters” they had begun 
playing some of the songs that 
first gave ’em the twitch, way 
back in the 1960s. That process 
is paid left handed homage or on 
“One of the Survivors” the one 
less-than-enjoyable number on 
this lovable but wantonly 
themed album. 

Now some of us diehard fans 
will bridle at the profusion of 
hussies and hornplayers getting 
in the Kinks’ sunshine on the 
shabbily focussed but vibrant 


group cover photos. It’s their 
added presence, however, 
articulated by Ray and expertly 
engineered by brother Dave with 
Roger Beale, that makes this 
work captivating despite its 
redundant preoccupation with 
class mores on Ray’s home 
island. 

“Morning Song” has Ray’s 
deep paternal hum wandering 
across a femal chorus 
introducing “‘daylight.’’ This 
latter has a vocal at times 
suffused with smoky warmth, at 
times straining to recite a litany 
of suburban love. The engineer 
spirals the vocals out with 
unnerving insistence, ‘‘worn-out 
housewives grit their teeth 
ignoring newborn 
cries.” 

“Sweet Lady Genevieve’ is 
lovely fer Ray’s re-immersion in 
a libertine’s persona, so well 
sung in a spatulate tone against 
a see-sawing harp part, as Mick 
marches on his bass drum. 


“There’s A Change in the 
Weather’’ exhibits Ray’s 
compositional whimsy in 
manipulating his bright-voiced 
female chorus with a gummy, 
addled vocal, a method-acted 
weather report. 

“Where Are They Now’ is 
cynical on paper, lulling and 
tender in performance. Ray’s so 
weary but wistful “I wonder 
what became of all the Rockers 
and the Mods/I hope they are 
making it and they’ve all got 
steady jobs./Oh but rock and roll 
lives on,/ Yeah, rock and roll 
lives on.” 

The hero of “One of the 
Survivors” is Johnny Thunder, 
chief among a number of 
references to previous albums. 
The/50s tempo is paced a little 
sarcastically, so Ray makes a 
point but fatigues the listener. 

Side two’s “Cricket,” sung by 
“The Vicar,” is the only song 
that justifies assignment to a 
character, though a “Tramp” 


babies’ . 


part emerges with some 
believability. It’s the easiest 
song to like that I’ve heard this 
year. “Money and Corruption/I 
Am Your Man’’ opposes a 
strident chorus (some of the 
women burst in with marvelous 
Marat/Sade emphasis) to Mr. 
Black, a fatuous messianic 
politician. It’s a big, hummable 
production, soon to be 
counterpointed by the 
appropriately rapid ‘‘Here 
Comes Flash.’’ Dave’s 
background vocals are quite 
exuberant — he’s put his heart 
into cameo vocals on this record, 
and his guitar leads have their 
usual sting and subtlety. The 
way his often brilliant lines 
integrate with the moods Ray 
poses lend to his under- 
ratedness. ‘‘Sitting in the 
Midday Sun” is derivative of 
Ray’s notorious corpus of sun- 
worshipping psalms to sloth 
neither remarkable nor 
troublesome to the listener. It 
just floats by in downer rhythm. 
Finally, ‘Demolition’ pecks 
into hearing, ignoring any 
predictable punctuation in 
phrasing; sometimes with Ray’s 
urbane speed-rapping, more 
powerfully with Dave’s hoarse 
splutters, thick as preserves.

“Nat King Cole: FROM THE 


VERY BEGINNING (MCA2-

As the power to drive your 
stereo system slowly seeps away, 
take comfort in the fact that the 
vinyl on which records are 
pressed i is also disappearing Yes, : 
this is truly the year of the 
shortage, and now it’s the record 
industry’s turn; MCA views the 
matter so seriously that it has 
reportedly stopped pressing its 
new “Leonard Feather Series” of 


jazz reissues a few weeks after 
initial release. Kind of instant 
collector’s items, or is it a 
perverse advertising gimmick? 
No matter, the four initial 
twofers, if obtainable, 
demonstrate again the 
numerous by-roads deserving 
exploration in the vaults of the 
major labels. 


A JAZZ HOLIDAY is the 
oldest collation, eight sessions 
led by or featuring pre- 
coronation Benny Goodman and 
recorded between 1928 and 1934. 
Many of the early white jazzmen 
are present; the first cultural 
thieves, if you insist, but also 
the first to demonstrate the 
universeality of this music. King 
Oliver and Louis Armstrong on 
the one hand, and Bix 
Beiderbecke on the other, were 
the fountainheads of this music, 
but subtle variations were 
already creeping in: contrast the 
rough-and-trumble Chicago 
sessions of the first record with 
the more organized New York 
dates that follow. Benny’s style 
was unfinished, but already he 
could play; next to Goodman, 
the most impressive soloist is 
trombonist Jack Teagarden, 
who appears on thirteen tracks. 
This was the brassman’s era, 
and Jack and the trumpeters 
(Jimmy McPartland, Wingy 
Manone, Manny Klein, Charlie 
Teagarden) are much more 
impressive than the 
saxophonists and drummers. 
Good solos pop up in all of the 
sessions, but one date is truly 
excellent: the four 1931 tracks 
by the brillian violinist Joe 
Venuti, guitarist Eddie Lang, 
and their All Star Orchestra 
which features Goodman and 
the Teagarden brothers. 

If Goodman is heard before 
obtaining popular fame, Nat 
Cole is in the process. The first 
four sessions of the King Cole 
Trio, done in 1940-41, made Nat 
the poll-winning jazz pianist of 
his day, in addition to launching 
his career as a vocalist. Cole had 


basically lightened up Earl 
Hines’ “horn” style of piano 
playing, with results that were. 
brisk but rather insubstantial. 
Although Cole did influence 
several pianists for a time, his 
most important contribution 
was the group concept; his was 
the first piano trio to gain 
success and small bands formed 
around pianists quickly became 
the norm. The Cole Trio 
was most interesting in its 
interplay and the fine (and 
early) electric guitar solos of 
Oscar Moore. The band’s book 
deterioriated too quickly, 
however, andby the last two 
sessions excessive timeis spent 
on novelty vocals like “Stop, the 
Red Light’s On” and “Hit That 


-Jive Jack.” A few more serious 


Cole vocals are included, in 
addition to a 1936 sextet session 
of minimal value. 

A measure of the Cole Trio’s 
influence is the fact that the 
incomparable Art Tatum 
formed a piano-guitar-bass trio 
in the early forties. With the 
latter two roles filled by Tiny 
Grimes (sounding much more 
nimble than on his recent Muse 
album) and the ubiquitous Slam 
Stewart, the threesome appears 
on one side of Masterpieces. A 
good band, but a little too cute 
and not the best setting for 
Tatum. Contrary to common 
conception, the pianist could 
play well with others, but his 
accompaniments are often 
verbose and detached and his 
daring harmonic imagination is 
pla-ed in a straight jacket. The 
remaining three sides, also from 
the early forties, are better 
indices of his prowess. Eight 
tracks are band sessions that 
concentrate on the blues and 
feature the eloquence of Joe 
Thomas’ trumpet and vocalist 
Joe Turner. The two full sides of 
solo Tatum are as brilliant as 
you would expect. Like Nat 
Cole, Art loved Fatha Hines (at 
one point he does a series of 
Hines-related numbers) and 


Fats Waller was also an audible 
influence, but Tatum was too 
imaginative and had too many 
chops to be anything but 
unique. For tours-de-force, 
sample Tatum’s “Tiger Rag.”’ In 
all, a fine companion to the God 
is in the House album Onyx 
released in the spring. 

Finally a leap forward in time 
(to 1958-60) and the magnificent 
George Russell collection. This 
is the realease deserving the title 
Masterpieces, containing as it 
does George’s two brilliant 
orchestral albums that preceded 
the formation of his early-60s 
sextet. The writing here 
stretched then- 
contemporary idiom to its limits- 
note the multiplicity of melodic 
and rhythmic development in a 
typical Russell chart, the 
extended development on pieces 
like ‘“‘Big City Blues’’ and 
“Dimensions,” the manner in 
which piano and guitar assume 
the roles of separate “sections” 
on a par with trumpets, 
trombones and reeds. And 
should you be averse to 
orchestras, let me simply 
mention that Bill Evarts, John 
Coltrane, Paul Bley, Art 
Farmer, Bob Brookmeyer and 
Benny Golson are among the 
solists and all perform 
brilliantly. I could have done 
without Jon Hendricks’ hip 
narrative on ‘New York, N.Y.,” 
but otherwise these works are 
solid dynamite. A smashing way 
to celebrate the 50th birthday of 
this neglected artist and current 
Bostonian. 

Two afterthoughts: the 
overlapping of repertoire on the 
Goodman, Cole aand Tatum 


~ albums gives us a look at jazz’s 


pre-bop standards, and Leonard 
Feather (who, as far as I can tell, 
had nothing to do with the 
original Decca and Brunswick 
recordi..gs) ranks with Dan 
Morganstern as a consistently 
informative writer of reissue 
liner notes.

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Black Wheat —Reformulating Questions

How’d you like to die in the 
House of Mirrors, 
With nobody there to close your 
eyes? 
— John Prine 

Picture yourself sitting alone 
in the first row of countless 
straight-backed chairs, all as 
empty as your life. The stone 


room is extremely narrow, with | 


immensely high-ceilinged 
arched magnificence, and each 
wall lined top to bottom with 
onrushing mirrors. Before you a 
“play” unfolds in transitional 
stop-frame action. Each motion 
is floatingly, lovingly stretched, 
exaggerated, in an elaborate 
dance of the quotidien, and 
repeated endlessly from mirror 
to haunting mirror of the mind. 
Austere music punctuates each 
act played out before you, 
reverberating in the hollows. 
And then, all at once, you come 
to a wispy understanding of 
relativity: that time, indeed, is a 
construct, and that this and 
every moment, in its frightening 
beauty, appears still to a moving 
body. 


‘“Today’s theatre exhibits only 
an ostrich mentality,’’ says 
Susan, slowly. Claude 
immediately concurs. 

“It’s absolutely true. I am 
very much against the concept 
of the actor as star. This kind of 
theatre is a dead-end, because it 
is merely therapy for the actor. 
It is guaranteed to ultimately 
frustrate the audience.” 

The audience is a living, 
fertile entity in the mind of 
Claude Roche-Fogarty, creator 
of “Guernica,” “The Legend of 
Mr. Vie,” and the forthcoming 
“Dante’s Inferno.’’ Claude and 
his composer-wife Susan form 
the basis of a rapidly growing 
cult-item known as The Black 


perform their original works at 
the Emmanuel Church each 
weekend. 

These works convey a definite 
if unstated attitude to the 


audience, through their use of 


movement, music, masks, and 


you can.” 

“We attempt to do this in 
several different ways,’’ says 
Claude, as he glances at his wife 
for support and confirmation. 
‘‘Primary is our use of 
movement, and consequently of

material objects. This posture is 
one of pure line, sharply drawn. 
It is a theatre of necessity as 
opposed to the reflective desire 
fur the unnecessary, to the 
consumption from which most 
modern-day theatre is dying. 
For Claude, the point of the 
theatre, of all art, is to take the 
personal to the realm of the 
universal “by going as deep as 


time. To me it is true that real 


movement is obligatory beauty. 
In our works, each gesture is 
brought to its greatest intensity 
by the suppression of all 
parasitic, or unnecessary, 


movement. By the isolation of | 


each activity, we hope to express 
our need to attach beauty to the 
everyday, to attach love to it. Or 
simply, to recognize it.’ 


“Our music functions in much 
the same manner,’’ he 
continues. “It is spare, austere, 
italic. In the mind of Susan 
when she is creating it, and 
hopefully for the audience too, 
each note becomes a whole 
world, a universe unto itself. 


- Repetition gives way to 


emphasis.” 

The same interest in 
simplicity is demonstrated by a 
careful examination of the 
materials used by Claude and 
Susan for props, and in the 
construction of their masks. 
Amazingly enough, all of the 
masks are made by Claude, 
working alone with papier- 
mache. They are incredibly 
expressive and fluid vehicles for 
the pair, paralleling the child- 
like music that Susan creates on 
the spot for each play, using only 
an autoharp, a toy piano, and 
‘something that resembles a 
three-stringed guitar.’ The 
masks and music -are clear 
points of distinction for the tiny 
troupe, but it is in the use of 
material objects as props that 
another major differentiation 
emerges between the Black 
Wheat and many of their 
contemporaries. 

“We have often been termed a 
pantomime group,” Claude says 
somewhat disdainfully. ‘This is 


= because of our use of masks, and 
the emphasis of our gestures. 


This could not be further from 
the truth. We are the complete 
opposite of pantomime. We do 
not exaggerate our motions as a 
mime does, we merely 
emphasize them by slowing 
them down and bringing them 
back into focus. A pantomime 
group would not use material 
objects as props either. They 
would instead suggest the object 
somehow. We feel, however, that 
it is important to delineate. We 


use material objects because of 
the pyramidical structure of our 
plays. A material basis is needed 
to keep things from getting too 
abstract. ‘To introduce a unity of 
touch, sight, and sound.” 

This unity is something very 
important to Claude and Susan 
Roche-Fogarty. It is perhaps at 
the core of both their work and 
their life together. They do not 
envision a separation ‘ between 
theatre and religion, or one 
between actor and audience. 
They detest the idea of phony 
professionalism, of an almost 
industrial specialization that 
marks (and mars) the plays of 
today. They refuse to accept a 
definition of theatre as work, 
and envision themselves as a 
point of transition in the theatre 
toward a rediscovery of 
innocence. They insist on the 
eerie concentrate of dailyness 
however painfully beautiful it 
may become, because it is 
necessary to their, and our, 
survival. 

“We try to move the audience, 
if at all, towards an awakening. 
If we do mark: the audience 
during their brief stay with us, 
let us hope that it is to open 
them. We re-formulate the 
question, but propose no 
answers.” 

When asked if he had 
anything final to add to all that 
we had been talking about, 
Claude pauses a moment and 
then smiles. ‘‘Yes, I do, he says, 
“please let it be known that in 
spite of all the difficulties, we 
are extremely lucky.” 

The Black Wheat Theatre will 
premiere its newest work, 
‘“‘Dante’s Inferno,” at the end of 


January. Until then, they will be 


performing each Friday and 
Saturday night at 8:30 p.m. at 
the Emmanuel Church.

here again. Good News, the 1927 
gridiron musical, has returned 
to town, its Tait College Vikings

aright. 
Why is Good News such a 
winner? Well, it is all very 


De Sylva, Brown, and 
Henderson is a melodious 
playbook that any coach would 
envy and Director Abe Burrows 
has simply drafted a solid line- 
up of vocalists to sing out the 
Good News. Mr. Burrows has 
also added a few old classics to 
bolster the original score but he 
didn’t really have to.

Good 
News does drag — and not just 
when the varsity is dancing. The 
pacing of the nineteen scenes is 
often jerky and some of the 
dialogue seems even too stilted 
for a musical that revels in its 
inanity. But the nutty plot, Iam 
glad to report, remains pretty 
much the same. 


Good News is still about Tom 
Marlowe, a Tait College football 
star whose difficulties with an 
astronomy course threaten to

Though the moon belongs to 
everyone, Marlowe has so much 
trouble identifying it that he 
must ask a willing coed, Connie 
Lake, to coach him through 
Professor Kenyon’s special 
examination. After an evening of 
intensive study, he passes the 
test, Tait squeaks by Colton, 
and the students all pair off 
simultaneously as Good News 
reaches its raucous conclusion. 


Caught up in all this craziness 
is a cast of characters who are 
marvelously collegiate. The 
Boston Globe claims that Alice 
Faye is 58 and the New York 
Times says she’s 61 but it all 
seems irrelevant to me. 
Nonplussed by nonsense, Miss 
Faye plays the part of Professor 
Kenyon with youthful and 
resonant gusto. 


Stubby Kaye is probably the 
only man alive whose jowls are 
as expansive as his paunch. He 
is also the only man who can tell

it. As Trainer Pooch Kearney, 
he must handle several slippery 
lines unloaded by Burrows and 
he catches them all as 
effortlessly as a split end with 
sticky fingers. 

While the veterans shine, the 
rookies offer some wonderful 
bench support. As the eternally 
hopeful Connie Lake, Marti 
Rolph sings with a sort of 
Barbara Cook-ish sincerity and 
pouts with adorable anger at the 
many ‘‘false falsehoods.” 
Barbara Lail, Wayne Bryan. 
Tommy Breslin, and Jana 
Robbins turn in outstanding 
performances as they dance up a 


storm under the imaginative 
direction of choreographer 
Donald Saddler. 

In fact, this Good News is the 
dancingest show I’ve seen in a 
long time.

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Art: J effrey Takes On The Audience

The Institute of 
Comtemporary Art ended its fall 
program, ‘‘Exposure: 
Objects/Events,’’ with an 
evening of performance and 
videotape by Jeffrey Hudson. 
Hudson’s presentation was by 
far the most interesting in the 
series, the perfect antidote to 
Christopher Cook’s humorless 
“LIAP #1,” which began the new 
ICA’s season. 

One of the first things you 
notice about Hudson’s art when 
it is presented as performance is 
its aggressive aspect. But 
the aggressiveness is never 
unacknowledged and it is always 
deflected by irony. Hudson 
seems to conceive of the 
performance situation as one of 
danger, not so much literal 
danger as emotional danger, the 
experience of which can’t be 
expressed directly without 
removing the conditions that 
define a performance. For 
example, the first piece on the 
program began and just about 
ended before the audience 
arrived, a mildly aggressive 
tactic, or so it seems at first. 
‘200 Cigarette Burn’”’ consisted 
of Hudson tacking 200 cigarettes 
in a row to a panel on the wall 
and lighting them. This piece 
was first a way of defying the no 
smoking regulation and 
encouraging the audience to do 
likewise. Secondly it was the 
artist’s way of saying “By the 
way, I still make objects, too.” 
But most important, it could be 
seen as an expression of his 
nervousness about the 
performance situation. For he 
first defied the audience by 
beginning before it arrived, 
before it bagan to behave as 
audience, but what he did was 


make an image of anxiety, of 
nervous habit gone amok, as if to 
say “If I didn’t have so much to 
do, I'd be chain smoking right 
now.” ‘200 Cigarette Burn” was 
about the anxiety of 
performance; it suggests that 
one way of dealing with 
performance anxiety is to 
perform it as well. 

The second piece, called 
“Captivating the Audience” 
also dealt with the performer’s 
fears. Here he simply roped the 
seated audience in with a roll of 
gauze tape. This simple gesture 
set up a real psychological 
barrier because it was a public 
acknowledgement of the artist’s 
fear of losing his audience. 
Anyone who actually chose to 
leave after that couldn’t do so 
with the mute anonymity people 
usually have in an audience. To 
walk out after being 
“captivated” here meant saying 
“T don’t care what any of this 
means to him, I’m going.”” What 
Hudson did, with terrific 
theatrical economy, was 
implicate the audience in the 
performance situation. Here 
began a theme that was to recur 
throughout the evening: that the 
conditions of performance do 
not bring any release from 
responsibility for what you do 
(as performer) or how you 
respond to what happens (as 
audience). For Hudson, 
performance is a way of 
acknowledging things felt and 
seen rather than a way of 
evading them. Performance as a 
means of acknowledgement not 
only accomodates but seems to 
demand artfulness and humor. 

The next two pieces of the 
evening “Senseless” and ‘‘On- 
Off’? were about everyone’s 


dependence on_ ack- 
nowledgement in dealings 
with other people. ‘‘Senseless”’ 

began with the artist and two 
assistants seated side by side on 
stools going “blah blah blah 
blah” at each other. Hudson, in 
the middle, held a roll of toilet 
paper. After a minute of “blah 
blah,” he proceeded slowly to 
stuff toilet paper into the 
mouth, ears, and nostrils of his 
companions and himself, finally 
blindfolding them all. For the 
next ten or fifteen minutes (as it 
seemed) all three performers sat 
perfectly still and silent. At first, 
this piece seemed to parody the 
audience taking refuge within 
the conventions of the 
performance situation where 
they can see no evil, hear no evil, 
and speak no evil. The audience 
was first amused, then 
impatient, then more and more 
nervous. As the performers 
became increasingly. inert, the 
audience was forced to relieve 
the tension by laughing, 
whispering, questioning. One of 
the most comfortable 
conventions of the theater is 
that the performer does not 
acknowledge his perception of 


the audience. Hudson carried 


this convention to the extreme 
where the performer seems to be 
literally cut off from any 
perception of the audience, 
leaving the audience to confront 
an aspect of its own collective 
definition. 

The chilling thing about 
““Senseless” is that as it wears 
on, it comes increasingly to look 
like way of picturing death. All 
channels of connection with the 
world plugged up, the ‘“‘person”’ 
disappears. A heavy little 
pertormance. 


“On-Off” put the audience 
behind the “footlights” with 
nothing to watch but its won 
sensations. This piece was a 
demonic counterpart to 
““Senseless.” Here the spectator 
could experience his own 
sensations coming between him 
and the world, seeming to stand 
in the way of experience itself. In 
a darkened room, Hudson and 
an assistant sat, each with a 200 
watt unfrosted lamp trained on 
the audience. They put the 
lights through a series of 
sweeping movements while 
turning them on and off 
regularly. Sitting in the 
audience, you saw of course the 
lights, just short of being 
blinding, that everyone saw, but 
this sight became increasingly 
obscured by retinal after-images 
unique to each spectator. After a 
while, all I could focus on was 
my own after-images. 
Presumeably, every spectator 
saw something public and 
something private at the same 
time. 

I’ve seen a lot of videotapes by 
artists, but Hudson’s tapes are 
the first I’ve seen that 
acknowledge the importance of 
the vast experience of broadcast 
tv that most of us have. His 
first tape consists of three pieces 
called ‘Technical Difficulties,” 
which make use of an old 
electric fan. The fan, shot 
frontally and close up, is an 
incredibly resourceful image. I 
recognized it immediately as a 
funky substitute for the tv test 
pattern that used to appear 
before the sun did on chilly 
schoolday mornings in my 
childhood. The test pattern used 
to be the imblem of technical 
competence. It stood for the tv 


station’s vigilance over its own 
functioning, and it served as a 
screen when something went 
visibly wrong with the 
equipment. 

What Hudson does is show us 
the fan-test-pattern, itself a 
synecdochic little machine, and 
then interfere with it, challenge 
it not to break down. There 
ensues a struggle between the 
groaning fan and a series of 
heavy rubber gloves which keep 
“reaching” into it from outside 
the frame. 

“Bomb Threat” began with a 
videotape playing in the 
darkened room. The image was 
a 200 watt light bulb, again 
unfrosted, with firecrackers 
taped all over its surface. The 
bulb was in a flasher socket 
which made it go on and off at 
regular intervals. As soon as you 
had figured out this set-up, 
Hudson duplicated it in the 
actual gallery. Now there was a 
race between the two lightbulbs 
as to which would destroy itself 
first by setting off a firecracker. 
The video image went first with 
a dull crack which seemed very 
remote, almost like being told 
that it had happened. The real 
bulb went on and on until the 
audience developed a rhythm of 
anticipation. Finally it went off 
with a tremendously loud bang 
followed by another, and 
another and a fourth. The 
bulb’s filament fell to the floor 
and briefly ignited the ICA’s 
wall to wall carpet. I have never 
seen a more graphic and 
compelling statement of the 
nature of video as information,of 
its incredible abstractness. 

I have only glossed Hudson’s 
work in this article. It is some of 
the richest and smartest art I’ve 
ever seen in Boston. It would be 


_to the ICA’s credit to have 


shown him, if the rest of their 
exhibitions didn’t make his 
inclusion look like a lucky 
curatorial oversight. 
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Books:A Double-Look at Stalin 


By Joshua Rubenstein 
Stalin as Revolutionary, 1879- 

1929 by Robert C. Tucker, W.W. 

Norton Company, Inc. 519 pp.. 

$12.95. 

Stalin: The Man and His Era by 
Adam B. Ulam, The Viking 
Press, 760 pp., $12.95. 

Adam Ulam has written a 
massive, detailed biography of 
Stalin. His thorough command 
of Soviet history permits him to 
concentrate on Stalin in a 
manner that .increases our 
understanding of the entire 
period of his life — from a 
miserable childhood in Tsarist 
Georgia to the height of his 
power at the end of World War 
II. This is a profound work of 
historical investigation. With 
vigorous style Ulam describes 
the myriad issues surrounding 
Stalin’s rule: his initial grasp of 
power, collectivization, the great 
purges, diplomacy and war. And 
Ulam adds immeasurable 
authority to his understanding 
of Stalin by including subtle, 
engaging portraits of other 
Bolsheviks who either survived 
or succumbed to their own 
revolution. 

Robert Tucker’s work is only 
the first volume of a projected 
three volume biography. But 
though this book leaves off in 
1929, after the banishment of 
Trotsky and at the beginning of 
Stalin’s efforts to transformthe 
Soviet Union, the importance of 
Tucker’s approach is altogether 
manifest, for as the title page 
informs us this is a “Study in 
History and Personality.” 

Tucker and Ulam share 
similar chronological and 
narrative concerns. They both 
carefully trace the history of the 
Bolshevik party and Stalin’s 
initial efforts on its behalf. But 


Ulam’s book is far more 
detailed and informing on these 
matters and within these 
chapters and a significant 
divergence in historical 
interpretation takes place. 

Ulam treats the Civil War, the 
three years of fighting and large 
scale starvation following the 
Revolution as a decisively 
formative factor in the evolution 
of Soviet Communism. Within 
this account he. persuasively 
details Lenin’s burgeoning 
impatience with the “give and 
take” of Party affairs and even 
more ominously his growing 
indifference to the use of mass 
terror. Once the Civil War was 
over and the Revolution secured, 
the Party experienced its own 
brand of disillusion and dissent. 


_ At the Eleventh Party Congress 


in 1922 several members bitterly 
and openly complained to 
Lenin. They were being watched 
by the political police, their mail 
was intercepted, the right to 
strike was being suppressed in 
Soviet Russia. Lenin, already 
sick and close to nervous 
exhaustion (he would die in less 
than two years at the age of 54) 
replied angrily, his voice full of 
threats: ‘‘One’ should beat. 
shoot, squeeze.”’ The day after 
the Congress closed Stalin was 
appointed General Secretary. 
Ulam argues that Lenin hoped 
the appointment “would free 
him from those humiliating and 
exhausting combats with the 
opposition.” Certainly Lenin did 
not mean to designate Stalin as 
his successor nor can it be 
argued persuasively that’ he 
meant to abolish all democracy 
in the Party. In fact, his final 
letter to the Party, the famous 
“Testament,” reveals enough 
insight into Stalin’s personality 


and its possible effects. to show 
that Lenin regretted the 
appointment. But the 
Bolsheviks ignored the warning 
and in the ensuing years, when 
Stalin destroyed one opposition 
after another, displaying his 
consummate political skills and 
punitive self-confidence, one 
might say all too easily and with 
only some exaggeration, that the 
Party got what it deserved, for 
the Party, not Stalin, had laid 
the foundations of Soviet rule in 
political intolerance and terror. 
Tucker does not disagree, but 
his portrait of Lenin distorts the 
reality of his short rule. He is 
much too kind to Lenin. In 
Tucker’s narrative, when Stalin 
begins his rise to power, it seems 
as if his own political genius and 
ruthlessness account for his 
success when, in fact, the 
Bolsheviks had already decided, 
with Trotsky’s approval, that 
‘no one can be right against the 
Party.” Of course, the difference 
in political temperament 
between Lenin and Stalin was 
enormous. Lenin never allowed 
political disagreements with his 
associates to become grounds for 
personal hatred. Yet Tucker’s 
exaggerated portrait of Lenin 
diminishes the quality of his 
early chapters and artificially 


inflates the unique brand of 


horror Stalin inflicted — a 
horror quite evident on its own 
account. 

Ulam and Tucker agree that 
the needs of Stalin’s personality 
were a powerful motivating force 
in the decisions and actions of 
his entire regime. And in 
assessing his rule both scholars 
attempt to determine his 
influence on his country and the 
logic of social action that 
encouraged his followers. 


But Tucker assumes an added 
and crucial task: to determine 
“the psychological motivations 
that drove Stalin to seek 
unlimited autocratic power 
through purge and terror.’’ Now 
Ulam also implies his own 
psychological judgments; words 
like “‘megalomaniac” and 
“suspiciousness” abound in his 
narrative. Yet he refuses to 
follow the clues into 
psychological speculation. 
Tucker is not so cautious and 
accepts the challenge. He 
examines Stalin’s aspirations as 
a young rebel in Tiflis 
Theological Seminary and seeks 
to explore why his destructive 
personality and penchant for 
violent revenge sought 
expression in politics, and 
specifically in the politics of 
revolution. 

Later Tucker outlines Stalin's 
need to become a veritable 
Lenin II and in formulating this 
idea he details the psychological 
motivations behind his 
awesomely intricate and 


awesomely ominous grasp of — 


power over the politically 
impotent Trotsky. Tucker ends 
this volume in the terrible year 


of 1929 when Stalin, at the age of 


fifty, sought to duplicate the 
revolutionary triumph of his 
hero Lenin with a feat of equally 
traumatic significance for 
Russia: the forcing of individual 
peasants into cooperative farms, 
otherwise called collectivization. 

Tucker’s psychological 
investigation is informing but 
his analysis is vulnerable to 
familiar criticisms. Jacques 
Barzun has remarked that 
psycho-history often appears as 
a “way of arguing backwards 
from manifestation to essential 
character.” Knowing that Stalin 


was an irritable man, it is 
convenient to believe that as a 
child he also displayed a 
particularly vengeful 
personality. And Tucker relies 
on a certain Iremashvili who, 
writing from exile in 1932 
ascribes to the young Soso 
Djugashvili a number of ugly 
characteristics. Yet this man 
was a Menshevik and, living in 
Germany in 1932, he could well 
have been attributing the traits 
of a Stalin he envied or despised 
to the young boy he knew in 
Tiflis. 


In pursuing a psychological 
analysis Tucker has to rely on 
sources that do not easily reveal 
the unconscious life of his 
subject. So his work is more 
speculative than historical. He 
must make the most of solitary 
points whereas a historian would 
hopefully insist on many 
witnesses and documents before 
positing his theories. And in 
outlining this unconscious life 
Tucker occasionally lacks the 
verbal resources to explain his 
ideas without invoking 
expansive phrases, like ‘“*mother- 


attachment” or “psycho-social © 


identity.”’ Yet he is ambitious. 
He wants answers and not just 
to small questions. 


Ulam describes an event in 
1937 when, in the middle of the 
Great Purge, Stalin addressed 
all 139 members of the Central 
Committee. He ordered each ot 
them to train two subordinates. 
for he Stalin, intended to 
liquidate almost all of those 
present. No one protested. No 
one had the courge to defend 
himself or kill the tyrant. They 
simply cheered and applauded. 
Stalin kept his word.

British avant-garde guitar; 
Brian Davison, whose British 
jazz experiments since his Nice 
days have been fresh and 
intriguing; conductor Joseph 
Eger, a maverick classical 
scholar whose counsels nurtured 
beautiful new Nice versions of 
Tchaikovsky and Sibelius; Greg 
Lake, of course, whose tenure 
with King Crimson will be 
remembered and praised as long 
as madness endures. But more, 
Emerson’s influence on rock 
encompasses roughly 90 per cent 
of the keyboard players now 
performing; modes and ideas 
that first saw daylight in the 
Nice have surfaced in bands as 
diverse as Procol Harum and 
Roy Wood’s Wizzard. 


By the bye, it seems the band 


don’t think Brain Salad is the: 


dumbest title possible; they 
were originally planning to call 
the album Whip Some Skull on 
Me, a phrase which may become 
more meaningful under astute 
examination of the cover. 


For ELP’s Boston Garden 
concert the security was as 
absurdly tight as the recent run 
of Grateful Dead concerts, where 
several police officers with black 
tape over their badge numbers 
harrassed various hippie types 
in the crowd. At the ELP show, 
the audience was herded out the 
railroad doors and up some 
grimy, rusting backstairs out in 
the cold. No supporting act (I 
suppose we could in fact be 
thankful for that) and the 
concert still started an hour late, 
with a version of ‘‘Hoedown”’ 
amid Garden acoustics, which 
meant that by the time a note 
echoed off the walls to the ears 
Emerson had already played 
four more. Despite its 
inaudibility it still seemed 
perfunctory, an impression 
confirmed as they began to 
render a by-the-numbers version 
of ‘“Tarkus.” It took the band 


until Emerson wiped his arse 
with the ribbon modulator to 
begin to get off. 


“Battlefield,” the climax of 
the story of the Tarkus tank, 
featured a Greg Lake guitar solo 
so superior to the recorded 
version that a whole different 
color pervaded the concert from 
that point. Lake then played 
and sang a few bars of 
“Epitaph,” an old Crimso gem! 
His latest composition, ‘‘Still... 
You Turn Me On,” surfaced as 


‘the guitar break in “Take a 


Pebble:” it isn’t a personal sort 
of song, but a collection of group 
jokes and logos — “Get me a 
ladder’ is the name they 
playfully gave their stage show. 
Still is also the title of old new 


friend Peter Sinfield’s solo 


album, on ELP’s pet label, 
Manticore Records. Sinfield has 
also provided lyric assistance on 
Surgery. This all added up to 
Answer Number One, to wit: the 
Nice jazz adventure is being 
supplanted by the King Crimson 
dissonant android menance. 

As an immediate corollary to 


this, the piano break of 

‘“Pebble”-invoked jazzmen from 
Meade Lux Lewis through Art 
Tatum to Chick Corea, as unlike 
the album’s solo as Lake’s was. 
It wasn’t deliberately splintered 
the way his solos often were in 
the past; it had the erratic flow 
of free jazz: true improvising, 
where before he’d been leaning 
on his recorded breaks and 
arrangements. His “Benny the 
Bouncer” break on the out-of- 
tune upright was a neat boogie- 
woogie. Plus his new ““Tarkus”’ 
contained a new wrinkle that 
scared me half to death: the 
pregnant chord that focuses the 
dramatic build of the main 
theme is now resolved. A newer 
number two: it is no longer, if 
indeed it ever was, Emerson’s 
perilously divine intention to 
rewrite classical harmony 
theory. The weird intervals that 
blossomed out from ‘‘The 
Barbarian” to “Trilogy” occur 
only vestigially in his late work. 
Now casting about for 
something else, he’s re- 
examining all his sources for 
ideas.
